Widespread interest has been aroused in the Court of 
Inquiry which convened at the navy yard, Mare Island, 
Cal., on Wednesday, Aug. 4, to investigate the charges 
of alleged inefficiency preferred against the foreman 
boilermaker, Edward Kavanagh. This, as a _ corre- 
spondent informs us, Navy officers at the yard admit is 
of far greater significance and will result in a definite 
interpretation of the ambiguous order regarding the 
Newberry scheme of consolidation, which has resulted 
in much friction between Comdr. Clarence A. Carr, 
inspector of machinery and formerly head of the Steam 
Engineering Department, and Naval Constructor Holden 
A. Evans, general manager of the yard. The charges 
against Foreman Boilermaker Kavanagh are, in part, 
based on a report made by Lieut. Comdr. Cassius B. 
Barnes, engineer officer of the West. Virginia. alleging 
poor and inefficient work performed on that vessel; but 
of far more interest, and on what, in reality, the whole 
investigation hinges, are said to be the charges made by 
Naval Constructor Evans that Kayanagh spoke in a 
derogatory manner of the new consolidation plan, partic- 
ularly in remarks wherein he quoted the name of the 
inspector of machinery of the yard. After the original 
orders for the consolidation went into effect, March 1, 
another order was received from the Navy Department, 
by which Commander Carr was again put in full charge 
of all work done in what was formerly the Steam En- 
gineering Department, being made responsible for the 
same. Commander Carr interpreted the order in the 
literal sense, believing that when it stated that he should 
have full control it was meant in the full meaning of 
the words, and that he had control of both work and 
men. Naval Constructor Evans, supported by the yard 
commandant, Capt. Thomas S. Phelps, contended that 
Commander Carr had control only of the work, and that 
the rating, employing, discharging, etc., of the men came 
within his (Constructor Evans’s) jurisdiction. On the 
latter basis the plant has been run for several weeks 
past, pending further*orders from Washington, and this 
is said to have resulted in a feeling of unrest and dis- 
satisfaction among the employees of the former Steam 
Engineering Department, who claim that the arrange- 
ment places them at a disadvantage, as they are rated 
or disrated by one who is in no way familiar with their 
work. Constructor Evans accordingly claims disloyalty 
on the part of the workingmen, as well as a failure on 
the part of some officers to co-operate with him in the 
attempt to make the Newberry scheme of consolidation 
a success, and it is further claimed that the charges 
brought against Kavanagh are merely a méans by which 
it is proposed to get the alleged failure to co-operate on 
the part of Commander Carr before the members of the 
board. Although the inquiry is being held behind closed 
doors, it is known that one of the witnesses introduced 
confined his testimony to the alleged discussions which 
he had had with the foreman boilermaker at various 
times, when the latter had upheld the former plan of 
administering the yard affairs, stating that he believed 
that it would eventually be shown that it worked to 
better advantage than the consolidation scheme. Not 
for many years, says our informant, has a court of 
inquiry of more far-reaching results been held at the 
Mare Island Yard.

If the time shall ever come when Germany will dis- 
place England as the mistress of the seas, her Navy 
League will be entitled to not a little of the credit. 
This league has grown to be the most powerful patriotic 
association in the world. It has been adroitly pushed 
by royal and other aristocratic influence until, at the 
present time, the demand for an all-powerful navy comes 
from all parts of the Empire. The funds available have 
at all times been ample. At the present time the Ger- 


man Navy League now numbers 820,000 members, with 
more than 4,000 branches in Germany alone, and other 
branches in various parts of the world, while it has an 
income of over $250,000 a year, which is nearly all 
devoted to agitation. Its modus operandi consists of 
social functions and lectures, for which an army of 
iecturers with moving picture apparatus with interest- 
ing scenes penetrate the provinces and familiarize 
country people with the ideal of naval power. School 
children are also dealt with, and they and their teachers 
are said to be munificently entertained, conducted over 
warships and taught the imperial bearing of all they see.

The Navy Leagues of Great Britain and the United 
States are insignificant organizations compared with 
this great body of navy-loving Germans, and it behooves 
them to take a leaf out of the latter’s book. We can 
only dimly conjecture what such a league as that of 
Germany would have done if their battleship fleet had 
made a _ world-girdling tour. Every corner of the 
Empire would have been ringing with accounts of its 
achievements in arousing the enthusiasm of the countries 
visited, irrespectively entirely of the daily press. We 
think that our own Navy League missed a splendid 
opportunity for a nation-wide educational campaign in 
the interest of the Navy. When the Battleship Fleet 
started around the world every public school in the 
country should have been reached with a request that 
the study of geography in the school be made to corre- 
spond with the itinerary of the fleet. The schools could 
have been so reached through the state superintendents 
of instruction, who, in turn, could have communicated 
with the county superintendents. ‘The scholars in each 
school from Maine to California should have been 
taught about each country as soon as the fleet reached 
it, about its climate, topography, products and govern- 
ment, and when the fleet arrived home there should 
have been a grand review of the lessons covered from 
the time the fleet sailed from Hampton Roads. On the 
walls of the schoolhouse could have been maps showing 
the route of the fleet, sent out by the Navy League, and 
pictures of the naval heroes cf the nation’s history and 
of the chief ships of the fleet. Where a state had a 
namesake in the fleet, such as the Georgia, the Vermont, 
ete, that ship should have been pictured in the most 
striking way possible in every schoolhouse of the state. 
In the case of Sydney, Melbourne and Tokio, where 
unusual demonstrations were held, special lessons about 
those cities could have been given. By the time the 
fieet was nearing Hampton Roads on its return every 
youngster in the United States in school would have 
been wrought up over the ships and the Navy, and thus 
an army of admirers would have been developed, whose 
enthusiasm, engendered in youth, would not soon evap- 
crate, and whose work for the Navy in the years to come 
no one could rightly estimate. This plan would have 
been a benefit to both schools and Navy, for the study 
of geography at best is monotonous for children, and 
the introduction of the cruise would have given the study 
a contemporaneous and daily interest, which would have 
made the teaching comparatively easy. Consjdering 
that about 12,000,000 pupils attend the public schools 
of the country each day, there would have been a large 
field in which to plant the seeds of a Moble patriotism, 








Gen. Theodore A. Bingham, formerly police commis- 
sioner of New York city, tells in the September issue 
of Van Norden’s Magazine why he was removed from 
office by Mayor McClellan. This is only one of other 
articles which General Bingham has written or is to 
write on the same general theme. General Bingham as- 
serts that the district leader of Tammany Hall is often 
more powerful in the district of a police captain than 
the captain himself, not with the general public, be it 
understood, but with the police themselves. The patrol- 
men are more afraid of the il) will of the political boss 
than of the captain, or even the commissioner at Police 
Headquarters. This is a lamentable condition of affairs, 
but it has been known to exist for years, and General 


, Bingham, in this first article, offers no remedy, nor do 


we believe one can be found, without a radical change 
in the political system that makes the boss possible. It 
is easy enough to say that the police commissioner should 
have a longer tenure of office, etc., and thus be made 
independent, in a certain sense, of the politics, but the 
question at once arises whether the voters would be 
willing to put in charge of the Police Department one 
who was not responsible to the Mayor, an elective officer. 
If he is really responsible to the Mayor and the latter 
is a creature of the bosses, it is not easy to see how 
the equation is going to work out without making the 
police chief a toy of the politicians. One of the best 
illustrations of what can be done when a mayor with a 
good stiff backbone gives a competent man full power 
to administer his department for the benefit of the people 
and free from ail interference by politicians was given 
by Mayor William L. Strong, when he made Col. George 
E. Waring the head of the Street Cleaning Department 
and told him to go ahead irrespectively of the politicians. 
When Colonel Waring ordered all the trucks taken off 
the streets at night, on the ground that the streets of 
the city were for travel, and not for stabling purposes, 
a tremendous outcry went forth from the political leaders, 
for many of their best ward workers had been using the 
streets for those improper purposes for years, When 
Colenel Waring found that the wagons were not removed 
he had them taken off, though he had to call upon the 
Police Department for protection. All sorts of threats 
were made against the commissioner, even by so august 
a body as the veterans of the G.A.R., whom he had 


wee 


offended by a hasty remark, but though the appeals for 
the removal of Colonel Waring flowed in upon Mayor 
Strong, he recognized the strength of the commissioner's 
character and refused to interfere. He told all that he 
had promised the commissioner a free hand and he was 
going to stick to his word. The upshot of it was that 
the city of New York was cleaned as never before or 
since, and the despised work of a street cleaner was 
elevated and dignified by the character given to the 
department by the commissioner himself. But men like 
Mayor Strong are few, and perhaps it will happen nine 
times out of ten that a mayor, elected by a party vote, 
will cater to the wishes of the leaders of that party. 
While Mayor McClellan has never been regarded as 
having marked strength of character, and has been 
thought to exhibit some of the traits of hesitancy in 
dealing with an important situation that too often 
characterized his father in handling the Army of the 
Potomac, it may be questioned whether he is not more 
the creature of the political system which New Yorkers 
have complacently allowed to grow up in the metropolis 
than of ill intentions or weakness of character. 





Prof: F. Starr (the “F’’ stands for Frederick, not 
Talling) is quoted by the Cleveland News as making 
this absurd statement: “Ten thousand inhabitants of 
the Philippines died from cholera, and the outside world 
did not know anything about it. But the U.S. 
Government does not want you to know anything that 
will put a truthful aspect on the Philippine situation. 
We were informed that the cholera interfered with the 
fleet’s pleasure, but that was about all that was known 
of the conditions existing.” Then, upon this ridiculous 
assertion, the News proceeds to declaim in spread-eagle 
fashion about this awful “truth.” Unfortunately, the 
professor does not give any data nor tell us how he 
became possessed of his alleged facts. Of course, any 
one acquainted with the strict administration of the 
Health Department in the Philippines understands the 
impossibility of any such suppression of facts as is 
charged by Professor Starr. The Manila Times says of 
Professor Starr: “He gives a luminous illustration of 
one of the principles of anthropology. That science 
lays down the maxim that what men do is incomparably 
more important than that they merely are. Ergo, the 
falsehood is more important than the falsifier.’ The 
Manila Times of June 29, just at hand, says that reports 
from the posts of the Division of the Philippines show 
that the health of the troops is splendid and that there 
is less sickness in the islands than at any previous time 
in the history of the American occupation. Cases of 
ameebie dysentery, which were formerly an important 
item in the diseases to which the troops in the division 
were susceptible, have been almost wholly eliminated, 
a condition which reflects the highest credit upon the 
medical officers. There are no cases of infectious or 
contagious diseases among the troops in the whole 
archipelago. More than 90 per cent. of the men are in 
perfect physical condition, and the depletion in the ranks, 
due to the tropical environment, which at one time 
reached almost 50 per cent., has been almost entirely 
corrected. ‘The chief cause for this high state of physical 
fitness among the troops in the Philippines is the strict 
enforcement of the sanitary rules and the willing obsery- 
ance of them by the men themselves, who understand 
their importance. Another reason is, it is impossible for 
a soldier to get anything but distilled water and the 
strictest attention is paid to the ration. Formerly troops 
while on hike would have to get water wherever they 
could and eat, at irregular hours, meals that were only 
apologies. If fresh vegetables could be substituted for 
the canned the soldiers’ mess would be complete and his 
general health might be further improved.

It is a curious comméntary upon the effort to get 
rid of armies and navies by promoting arbitration that 
it has been accompanied by an increase of military estab- 
lishments, and notably by the growth of navies—‘the 
bursting out of navies everywhere,” as Lord Rosebery re- 
marked. ‘This is evidenced in the naval rivalry between 
England and Germany, the efforts of Russia to restore 
the navy which Japan destroyed, and the exertions of 
Japan to keep ahead of the Muscovite, the development 
of the Spanish navy since Santiago and Manila Bay, the 
resumption by Italy of the building of battleships, the 
efforts of Austria-Hungary to take a place among great 
naval powers and of France to secure the second place, 
and, finally, the creation of navies by South American 
republics, Argentine taking the lead with a naval pro- 
gram which she proposes to carry out as soon as she 
can determine which of the seventeen bids for battleships 
she has received should be accepted. 





The Journal, Military Service Institution of the U.S. 
(Governors Island, N.Y.) for September-October con- 
tains the first part of a notable paper by a French 
writer on “Preparation for the Military Service” (trans- 
lated by Colonel Heistand); an expert’s views on 
“Physical raining for Officers,” by Captain Boniface; 
the first of a series of articles by Major White under 
the head of the “Regular Army in the Civil War’; Cap- 
tain Langhorne’s concluding paper, “Observations During 
a Leave of Absence in Europe,” with many illustrations; 
Captain Brown’s novel scheme for “A Regular Army 
Reserve’; a complete illustrated account by General 
Langdon of “The Relief of Fort Pickens,” with fac- 
similes of autograph letters of General Scott and others, 
together with reprints from foreign journals and excep- 
tionally interesting book reviews. 
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Capt. John O. Steger, C.A.C., describes, with a wealth 
of mathematical explanations, in the current Journal of 
the U.S. Artillery, the determination of longitudinal devia- 
tions at target practice from photographs of splash and 
target. Other papers in that issue are “Plans for the De- 
fense of Coast Artillery Districts,” by Capt. S. G. Shartle, 
C.A.C.; “The Problem of Security and Information in 
Reference td Coast Forts,’ by Capt. Thomas F. Dwyer, 
C.A.C. ; “Reminder Lists for Service Target Practice,” by 
Major Wilmot E. Ellis, C.A.C.; “The Vulnerability of 
Observing Stations,” by Major John K. Cree, C.A.C., and 
“A Ship Study of H.M.S. Dreadnought,” by Capt. George 
A. Nugent, C.A.C. A picture is given of the U.S. iron- 
clad steamer Galena, which participated with the original 
Monitor and the Naugatuck in the attack on Drury’s 
Bluff on May 15, 1862, under command of Capt. John 
Rodgers, U.S.N. This was one of the first ironclads to 
be used against forts. The Galena’ was built at Mystic 
Bridge, Conn., and cost $255,250. Her sides “tumbled 
home” at an angle of about forty-five degrees. In the at- 
tack on Drury’s Bluff she was hit forty-six times and her 
armor was penetrated thirteen times. Thirteen men were 
killed and eleven wounded during the action. She was 
under the plunging fire of the batteries for three hours 
and twenty minutes. When her ammunition was nearly 
exhausted her gallant commander, Captain Rodgers, picked 
up his anchor as coolly as though getting under way in 
a peaceful harbor, and steamed slowly down the river. 
She afterward served in the battle cf Mobile Bay, lashed 
alongside of the Oneida, and after the war was rebuilt 
with armor left off, and served for many years as a 
wooden gunboat, no doubt mortified at her retrogression. 
Pictures of the monument to the Regulars at Gettysburg, 
and of the four faces of the bronze tablet, together with 
the text of the President’s and the Secretary of War’s 
addresses, add variety to the pages. 





Referring to the disturbance among some of the pen- 
sioners at the Soldiers’ Home in Washington, alluded to 
last week, the New York Sun says: “The real interest 
of the episode consists in its revival of our acquaintance 
with Gen. Hamilton S. Hawkins, a very modest and in- 
conspicuous veteran of a few wars and several skirmishes. 
His latest claim to our notice resides in the circumstance 
that it was he who on the morning of July 1, 1898, led 
the charge on San Juan Hill, near Santiago de Cuba. 
the only action in that otherwise uneventful episode that 
could properly be called a battle or anything like it. It 
was Kent’s infantry division that had that part of the 
Spanish front in hand, and it was Hawkins’s brigade that 
made the decisive assault on the blockhouse at the summit 
of San Juan Hill. The cavalry, including the Rough 
Riders, were three-quarters of a mile away on Kettle 
Hill, where there were no Spaniards. Lawton’s division 
was six miles distant besieging a stone fort, a blockhouse 
and a line of roughly dug trenches defended by exactly 
570 Spanish troops. There was only one battle in the 
whole campaign, and only one charge on anything that 
represented armed resistance, and that job fell to Hawkins 
and his regulars, and was executed neatly, expeditiously 
and without ostentation. It is pleasant to encounter Gen. 
Hamilton S. Hawkins again. In the noise and dust that 
followed the Round Robin, the somewhat eager return of 
the three months’ heroes, and the political campaign in 
which the assault on the blockhouse on San Juan Hill 
figured largely, and a gentleman who was not there got 
a big office as his reward for having himself supposed to 
have been there, we had quite lost sight of Hawkins. 
After all, though, he was only a regular, the charge was 
part of the day’s work and its record duly filed away 
with the histories of other unassuming achievements.” 


Col. Henry Watterson, who is distinguished as a sol- 
dier, an editor, an orator and a publicist, says in Har- 
per’s Weekly that “the professional soldiers tell us that 
a great armament is the surest safeguard of peace.” 
Possibly it is because he has wandered from his usual 
forum of expression in the Louisville Courier-Journal that 
Brother Watterson is betrayed into this looseness of 
statement. What professional soldiers, on this side of 
the Atlantic, at least, contend for is not a “great arma- 
ment,” but a training that will teach Americans the 
methods of effective co-operative action for the public 
defense and fit each individual man to take his place 
in the general organization. The professional soldier 
takes small account of numbers without organization, 
believing, with the late General McDowell, that “the 
wolf careth not how many sheep there be.” If there be 
room in that well-stocked head which now wears its sil- 
ver crown of experience, we would advise Colonel Wat- 
terson to read Emory Upton’s “Military Policy of the 
United States,” which Elihu Root regarded as so valua- 
ble that, when he was Secretary of War, he had it 
printed at the public expense. It will enable him to better 
appreciate the professional point of view. ‘There is no 
demand among soldiers in this country for great arma- 
ments. What they ask is that Congress, having decided 
what our military establishment must be, should make it 
as complete and effective as possible, giving to every 
company in the Army its proper complement of officers 
and furnishing each position of defense sufficient men 
to handle the guns provided. With thorough training 
and complete organization we should need but little more 
than we now have in the way of an Army. 








A member of the 23d U.S. Infantry writes and asks 
us to let the world know that the regiment is not stowed 
away in some forsaken place, but in one of the most 
beautiful spots on earth, for that is what he calls 
Zamboanga, the capital of Mindanao, P.I., the present 
post of the command. “Nature stands ready to assist the 
efforts of man more readily and generously here than 
anywhere else. The thousand and one varieties of fruits, 
fiowers and ornamental trees that grace the quarters 
and drill grounds represent the thoughtful_care of our 
predecessors in the American occupation. For the great 
almendras trees we are indebted to the Spanish occupa- 
tion of nearly 400 years, but nearly every other shrub, 
vine and tree can be traced to American planting. The 
beautiful, full-bearing cocoanuts that fringe the fresh- 
water ecanal are little more than six years old, so 
quickly does vegetation mature here. The delicate, 
dreamlike foliage of the mesquite takes on a more 
graceful form even than on its native heath. There is 
a fascinating field for experimentation here. Many of 
the most common of the flowers, fruits and trees of tem- 
perate zones have not yet been tried here. Col. Philip 
Reade. U.S.A., now brigadier general, retired, surprised 
everybody by growing cherry trees from seeds of the 
eanned fruit. The natives had been growing tomatoes 


the size of a musket ball for generations when somebody 


brought in American seed and grew tomatoes larger 


than teacups. ‘The natives are still planting the corn 
that Magellan brought to the island in 1521. The papaya, 
almost pure vegetable pepsin, is the finest breakfast 
fruit known. Zamboanga was the source of the cinna- 
mon supply of Europe for wnany years, but so great was 
the demand that the entire growth of the trees was 
destroyed by the end of the seventeenth century. Nearly 

years ago the famous grapes of Eschol grew on 
Mindanao, some vines holding as many as 400 bunches, 
but these are all gone to-day, and it is doubtful whether 
there is a single grape-vine on the island to-day.” ‘This 
will be pleasing news to the anti-canteen folk, who 
could scarcely be expected to be happy if they knew that 
the boys of the 23d, sober and steady as they all are, 
were where they could make their own wine. 


In a letter to the Springfield, Mass., Republican, Lieut. 
Col. Geo. H. G. Gale, commanding the 10th Cavalry, says: 
“The regiment has just completed a world circuit, and 
in its recent voyage the men were allowed to land at 
Singapore, Colombo, Aden, Cairo, Port Said, Alexandria, 
Malta and Gibraltar, and in every port their soldierly 
bearing and excellent deportment brought admiring re- 
marks from the many foreigners who saw them; it is 
perfectly safe to say that they compared very favorably 
with any of the foreign troops we saw. Of course, there 
were some breaches of discipline; they will occur in any 
regiment, white or black, but I believe I am right in 
saying from an experience of nearly thirty years as an 
officer of white troops that no white regiment in our 
Army would have conducted itself any better than did 
the 10th Cavalry. I am proud of the fact that it was 
my fortune to command this, the first black regiment to 
make the voyage around the globe, in its epoch-making 
journey.” 








The Buffalo Evening News says of the 24th Infantry: 
“Tt so well behaved that the companies in station at Fort 
Porter, who have been here now for a considerable time, 
have not had a single case of an enlisted man sent to 
the guardhouse for misconduct since arrival in Buffalo. 


The fine conduct of the members of the 24th, stationed 
in this city, is no surprise to those who know the record 
of that splendid organization. It is noticeable when a 


member of the command appears in the streets of Buffalo, | 


for by his bearing and gait he shows the training of the 
thorough soldier. 
no small degree of pride that the citizens of Buffalo learn 
officially that since the coming of the command to this 
city they have been perfect in their conduct according to 
the strictest rules of the Articles of War. No doubt 
they have an excellent example in their officers, who are 
not of the kind who go about in their shirt-sleeves giving 
orders and expect the men to wear coats.”

Commenting upon the war game in New England, a 
correspendent of the New York Sun, writing from West 
Point, derides the proposition that we are safe from 
invasion only when it is impossible for a foreign foe to 
find a foot of beach undefended by a coast defense gun. 
“We hope the country will not be further deluded in this 
matter of coast defense,” he says. “It has had expensive 
delusions heretofore and has postponed the day when we 
shall have a sane, safe and economical military policy. 

* * * Safety through the multiplication of units of 
permanent coast defense batteries has become a fetish 
with us, although such systems were long ago tried and 
abandoned by all nations that have a rational military 
policy. In the opinion of military experts we have not 
enough mobile army, regulars and militia all told, to 
protect the batteries and defend the coast line of a single 
Atlantic harbor. If this maneuver demonstrates any- 
thing, it will probably prove to the satisfaction of the 
professional military mind that the most imperative mili- 
tary need of the country to-day is not more guns and 
more men to operate them, but more real soldiers to pro- 
tect them.” Incidentally, this correspondent refers to the 
seaboard hysteria of 1898, ingeniously allayed by a re- 
sourceful War Department shipping an old Rodman gun 
to one seacoast town and its carriage to another. Unless 
Congress should revise the Army estimates there will 
be no new work on fortifications next year, except those 
at Hawaii and Manila Bay. There will be no new con- 
struction, however necessary it may be, and important 
work at Army posts will have to be postponed until the 
present fit of economy is over.

Some weeks since a paragraph appeared in the JouRNAL 
stating that 1st Sergt. George Hueber, Co. D, Engrs., 
had been “shot and killed in an altercation with a com- 
rade.” Major M. L. Walker, C.E., U.S.A., writes from 
Memphis, Tenn., Aug. 16: “It is due the memory of this 
excellent soldier to state that he was shot through the 
head while asleep in his bunk at Corregidor Island, P.L., 
at about 4:30 a.m., June 28, and died without regaining 
consciousness, The murder was presumably committed 
by a member of the organization who had been disciplined 
by the company commander as the result of reports made 
by 1st Sergeant Hueber in the discharge of his duty. It 
was my good fortune to have George Heuber first ser- 
geant of Co. D, Engrs., during more than two years while 
I commanded that organization, and a better soldier or 
finer man I have never met. In his death the Service 
sustained a serious loss. He died not as the result of an 
altercation, but because he had done, as he always did, 
his duty.”

So much of G.O. 157, cs., W.D., as prescribes that 
“a lieutenant colonel may be appropriately assigned to 
the command of any part of a regiment larger than a 
battalion, or to the command of a battalion in the absence 
of its major,” is a sensible return to the old Drill 
Regulations, but an assignment denied by a decision 
made in October, 1907, in terms as follows: “It was 
decided, 26th ult., that, for obvious military reasons, a 
battalion is not deemed an appropriate command for a 
lieutenant colonel.” In consequence of this decision, 
Lieutenant Colonel Glenn, of the 23d Inf., could not 
by his colonel be given the command of a battalion, the 
major of which was on detached service at a remote 
place. In fact, two of the majors of the regiment were 
oe during the entire season, Major Allaire and Major 
Jentler, 





In reply to a letter written by the Chief Q.M., Dept. of 
the East, to the Quartermaster General, requesting in- 
formation whether the cost of preparing for shipment the 
remains of officers and soldiers who die at posts in the 
United States is chargeable to the appropriation “Bring- 
ing Home Remains of Officers, Soldiers and Civil Em- 
ployees, Fiscal Year 1910,” the Quartermaster General 
replies as follows: ‘The expenses of preparing for ship- 
ment, including the cost of casket, and also the cost of 
transporting the remains to the decedent’s home, are 
payable from the appropriation ‘Bringing Home Remains 
of Officers, Soldiers and Civil Employees, 1910,’ provided 
the soldier died in line of duty. If the soldier died in 
line of duty the remains should be shipped on a Govern- 
ment bill of lading, providing that a request has been 
made by relatives of the deceased to have the remains 
shipped to his home.”

An officer of the Army calls our attention to a circular 
sent by a firm in Denver, Col., to officers of the Army, 
in which these liberal-minded money lenders say : “Briefly, 
our offer is to lend an amount equal to one month’s pay 
on the security of your note, accompanied by your 
voucher for the current month during which your loan 
is made.

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THE QUESTION OF COAL FOR THE NAVY. 


On the front page of the August Marine Review is 
the motto, in big red letters, ““No Merchant Marine, No 
Navy.” In view of the success of the United States in 
building up quite a respectable naval establishment while 
the merchant marine languishes and sickens, we are at 
a loss to understand whether the motto is a prophecy 
or a threat until we turn to the editorial page, where 
we find an outburst entitled, “The Straw Navy and 
American Shipping.’ ‘This is an attack upon the Navy 
Department for using Eastern coal for the ships of the 
Navy instead of Western coal. Much of the effect of 
this editorial will be lost on any fair-minded man, be- 
cause of tke evidences of such spleen as is shown in this 
unwarranted statement: “If there is any opportunity 
for spending money unnecessarily, the Navy never fails 
to take advantage of it.” In reply to a letter from 
shipping interests on the Pacific coast protesting against 
the continued chartering of foreign tramp steamships 
by the Navy Department for carrying Eastern coal to 
the Pacific coast, Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Winthrop had said that in “foreign ports our ships buy 
only Welsh coal from the Admiralty list and in our own 
ports use Pocahontas and other of the New River coals, 
which are esteemed superior to the Welsh coals, the 
reason for this being that, as a matter of fact, the highest 
price coal is the cheaper, as it contains a greater heat 
efficiency, and the still more important fact that it is 
not so subject to spontaneous combustion, and therefore 
will stand stowage in coal piles or in the bunkers of 
ships of war for a much longer period.” 

The conceding of superior heat efficiency to Eastern 
coal, the Marine Review calls “spontaneous rubbish, 
which cannot be distorted into any semblance of truth.’ 
lt asserts that Welsh coal is more subject to spontaneous 
combustion that any other, and says that, instead of the 
New River coals having higher heating vaiue than Welsh 
coal the contrary is true. In answer to the assertion 
of Mr. Winthrop as to the purchase of Welsh coal, the 
Marine Review, which, by the way, is published in 
Cleveland, Ohio, says that in the entire list of contracts 
for the year 1909 the Navy does not appear as a pur- 
chaser of coal except in three Eastern coalyards. Then 
it asks what our ships of war will do in time of war 
“if they cannot burn Pacific coal in time of peace. It 
is not a pleasant or well-considered statement to give 
forth to the world on the authority of the Navy Depart- 
ment that unless our ships can be supplied with Eastern 
or Welsh coal they must stay in port.” The claim made 
in some quarters that the boilers of our warships are 
not adapted to the use of Western coal it designates as 
2a “flat-footed falsehood. There is no special design or 
arrangement of boiler required.” It says that the coals 
of the state of Washington are used satisfactorily by 
the steamships in the Pacific trade. This coal costs on 
board, untrimmed, $3.75 per gross ton, while the freight 
alone on the cargoes from the Atlantic coast is $3.75 
per gross ton, and would be $7 a ton were it not that 
the tramps make the lower rate if the time of shipment 
coincides with the chance to get cargoes of timber and 
grain at the Pacifie ports. 

Summing up, the Marine Review says: “The Navy 
thas not now and never has had any sympathy with the 
merchant marine. Its whole effort and policy is to 
create support for a huge fleet of colliers under Navy 
control. ‘The Navy is the worst enemy the merchant 
marine has, but there comes a day of reckoning for all, 
and that of the Navy is at hand. We have heard much 
of the incapacity and inefficiency of the Spanish navy, 
of the condition of its ships, and of late we have heard 
more or less, of a similar character, as to the French 
navy, but, so far as administration is concerned, our 
own is no better. If our ships are better built or cared 
for, it is simply due to the inherent higher efficiency, 
man for man. of the American workmen and crews. 

“Besides all this, the chartering of foreign ships at 
all, at any price, is a flagrant violation of our own 
<oasting laws, and the desire of the Navy to help partic- 
ular contractors and Congressmen, and of the Attorney 
General, who gave an opinion in their support, must 
have been extreme when they overrode them. But after 
all, the most humiliating feature of the whole business 
is that the head of a great department should, over his 
own signature, assume responsibility for such puerile, 
unfounded statements in the attempt to bolster up and 
apologize for actions which bring the blush of shame to 
the face of everyone outside of the Navy Department.” 





ORGANIZER OF THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 


An appreciation of the services of Jonathan Letterman, 
M.D., surgeon, U.S.A., appears in the August Military 
Surgeon in a reprint of a memoir of him from the pen 
of Brevet Lieut. Col. Bennett A. Clements, surgeon, 
U.S.A., who wishes ‘‘to perpetuate the name and to honor 
the memory of an officer who effected an organization of 
the medical department of an army in the field, that not 
only contributed in a large degree to the discipline and 
efficiency of the foremost Army of the Republic, but also 
robbed war of many of its horrors; who left behind him, 
for the use of others to come, the record of the means by 
which these noble ends may be again achieved; and who, 
in rendering this great service to his country, added a 
brilliant page to the record of the humane character of 
his profession.” 

As Medical Director of the Army of the Potomac during 
the Civil War, Surgeon Letterman provided for the or- 
ganization of an ambulance corps, divided into divisions 
corresponding to those of the Army: he simplified and sys- 
tematized the issue of medical supplies, and improved the 
methods of providing for the care and treatment of those 
wounded in battle by establishing field hospitals. 

It was at the bloody battle of Fredricksburg, in Decem- 
ber, 1862, that the ambulance corps and the field hospitals 
had their first large comprehensive joint test. The work- 
ings of the Letterman system gave a gratifying surprise 
to medical and line officers alike. It should be understood 
that Dr. Letterman blazed out a way as a pioneer, as the 
armies of Europe had nothing which could guide him. The 
medical department of the British and French armies had 
broken down utterly during the Crimean war in the sight 
of the world, and the few weeks’ conflict between Austria 
and France. on the plains of Lombardy in 1859, had been 
too short to admit of the development of any system of 
organization other than the defective one with which the 
campaign was begun. Although hampered materially by 
certain restrictions at Gettysburg the medical department 
had the ambulance organization intact, and such was the 
perfection of its administration that on the early morning 
of July 4. the day after the battle ended, not one wounded 
man of the great number that had fallen was left on the 
ground. Surgeon MeNulty. U.S.V., in his report, suid: 
“The hospital organization enabled me to remove the 


wounded from the field, shelter, feed them and dress their 
wounds within six hours after the battle ended and to 
have every capital operation performed within twenty-four 
hours after the injury was received.” It soon came to be 
known that the medical officers of the Army of the Poto- 
mac could care for their wounded without the uncertain 
aid of surgeons and nurses froin civil life. 

Before the battle of Chancellorsville, Dr. Letterman 
telegraphed the Surgeon General in Washington not to 
permit civilian surgeons to come to the field. He knew 
his corps could do the work required, and he desired to 
add to their self-reliance. For similar reasons he did not 
at this period, when his department was in good working 
erder, encourage the sanitary commission to apply their 
noble means of relief to the service of the Army. In 
December, 1864, Dr. Letterman resigned, in spite of 
strenuous objections, to become the head of a commercial 
company in southern California, which failed and com- 
pelled him to return to the practice of his profession in 
San Francisco. 

In 1866 he published “Medical Recollections of the 
Army of the Potomac,” a work whose value was not esti- 
mated at its true worth because of the apathy that at- 
tended the reaction from the strain of the Civil War. It 
is replete with practical observations of the highest value. 
In 1867 his wife died, and this blow undermined his health, 
so that he was never himself again, and in 1872 he passed 
away at the early age of forty-seven. Colonel Clements 
undertook the task of recording the services of Dr. Letter- 
man to the Army, he says, in the hope of “rescuing from 
oblivion the record of his able, faithful and useful serv- 
ices.” It would indeed seem as if such work as his should 
receive the honor of an enduring memorial, not only from 
those who admire his ability as a physician and genius as 
an organizer, but by those who appreciate his efforts to 
rob war of many of its worst horrors. 
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MISSION OF PATRIOTIC SOCIETIES. 


Col. J. W. Pope, U.S. Army, made an excellent speech 
before the Military Order of Foreign Wars of the United 
States at White City, Denver, Col., Aug. 13, which, but 
for its length, we should reproduce. The theme was 
patriotic societies, and he sought to show the useful 
purpose they serve. “Among the agencies capable of in- 
spiring these deep emotions, these exalted sentiments,” 
said the orator, “there are few which rank higher than 
these patriotic societies, and this is the very essence of 
their existence, and it would be a sad day for this great 
Republic should the sentiment which: inspires these 


pater societies cease to ferment among the American 
seople.’ 

: re of the War of the Revolution, Colonel Pope 
said: “This heroic struggle cannot even be epitomized ; 
yet no one ean fail to see now that success seemed to 
the world in general as impossible as our principles ap- 
peared absurd to that generation. The most preposterous 
general developed during the entire war, Gates, com- 
manded at our greatest success, Saratoga, with no tithe 
of right to the credit which he used all his efforts to 
prevent, and the victory was only gained through the 
heroic perseverance against superior authority by the 
man who developed into the most despicable traitor of 
all history. ‘The greatest leader after Washington, 
Nathaniel Green, was uniformly defeated in every battle, 
but won every campaign, until he brought his brilliant 
and victorious foe to the final surrender at Yorktown.” 

Of the War of 1812 we are told that: “This was, in 
truth, the first war in which the Western pioneer senti- 
ment asserted itself, and. was the chief instrument in 
forcing the hand of our reluctant government. In fact, 
the New Englanders were never firmly in sympathy with 
this war: the lukewarmness or hostility finally culmi- 
nated in the Hartford Convention, a close precedent 
for our Southern brethren in after years. There exists 
this difference between the scholarly Yankee and the 
Western pioneer, that whereas the former in his study 
seeks to cool the ardor of his fellow-citizens by free 
criticism of his country and its actions in peace or war, 
the bold Westerner has ever clung to that deep-rooted 
motto, ‘My country. right or wrong.’ ” 

Colonel Pope declared that the desire to extend slavery 
had nothing to do with the Mexican War, saying: “In 
my opinion, this war was the result of pioneer sentiment, 
the great yearning of the pathfinder for independence, 
for the broad area of the boundless plains, for the clear 
blue heavens of limitless space.” 

Finally he said: “The last war with which our society 
has to do was the Spanish war, probably the most purely 
sentimental, albeit noble, war that ever was waged. There 
was less thought of gain and more of humanity in that 
war than in any war recorded in history. So our record 
proves that our American fellow-citizens are largely 
sentimentalists; people moved by the higher emotions, 
by pride bordering on arrogance, by the sense of right 
and justice without counting the cost, by courage close 
upon temerity, by daring reaching. to rashness. 

“But we must remember that all the lessons of history 
prove that long years of the absorbing pursuit of wealth, 
of luxurious peace, of acquirement of colossal fortunes 
making dangerous distinctions between citizens of equal 
political rights, of rising distinctions in social life, of 
caste generation in a republic built upon political equality 
-—al! such factors tend to paralyze the strength of the 
higher emotions of the classes and the masses; incline 
us to let others fight our battles in our strife for world 
power, for dominion over our fellow-men, for an excess 
of the idea expressed in the term ‘white man’s burden,” 
tend to weaken the manhood and patriotism of the citi- 
yen. The intoxicating vursuit of stock gambling, of 
speculating, has a baneful effect on the American race 
and begets a contempt for the higher emotions which 
have inspired the past history of this nation. Where 
cur thoughts continually dwell. there will our hearts be. 

“In short. we are in danger of making our material 
interests play too large a part in our national life, of 
allowing our commercial interests to swamp our higher 
emotions, our patriotism.” 





RETIREMENT NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 


Omaha, Neb., Aug. 12, 1909. 

To THE Forror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

There are quite a number of non-commissioned officers 
who have attained an advanced and very desirable grade, 
secured by competitive examination, who have now served 
thirty years in the Army, and who will not retire. I 
know at least eight such men myself, and one of them is 
a post commissary sergeant, who has served forty years 
and is still on the active list, with no thought of retiring. 
Is there justice in this? Why should a non-commissioned 
officer of any grade who long ago has completed his thirty 
years of service, and could retire on from $50 to $90 @ 
month, be permitted to continue on the active list and 
keep some deserving non-commissioned officer of a lesser 
grade from having the opportunity to better himself and 





advance to the grade for which he has taken a difficult ex- 
amination? Why should anyone of the post non-commis- 
sioned staff, or a master electrician of the Artillery, or a 
master signal electrician, or, in fact, any other grade of 
any organization to which enlisted men may rise, be pet- 
mitted to remain on the active list when his time is com- 
pleted? I think that this is an injustice and should be 
remedied as soon as possible. 

When commissioned officers of high rank have served 
so long in the Service they are compelled to retire, and 
they may take advantage of retiring before then, and there 
is a marked tendency among them to do so. Even so 
should it be with the enlisted men, and there should be 
an amendment to Par. 133, A.R., making it compulsory for 
non-commissioned officers of all grades to retire on com- 
pletion of thirty years’ service. There are non-commis- 
sioned officers who will not retire, and who, if they were 
compelled to take the examination right now for the 
grade which they hold, would fall far short of the requi- 
site percentage, and as a consequence of their remaining 
on the active list not a few good men on the eligible list 
for their grades are denied the advancement which right- 
fully belongs to them.

DISABILITY DISCHARGE, ENLISTED MEN. 


July 16, 1909. 
To THE ADJUTANT GENERAL, U.S. ARMY: 

Sir—The number of enlisted men of the Army dis- 
charged each year on surgeon’s certificate of disability, as 
shown by the records of this office, is so great that, in my 
judgment, it is highly advisable to adopt measures to 
lessen as much as possible this loss of trained soldiers 
to the Army and the consequent great expense that is 
involved in the enlisting, subsisting, transporting, cloth- 
ing and training recruits to fill the places of the men 
discharged. 

Under the established practice, virtually every dis- 
charge on account of disability is made on the examina- 
tion and certificate of a single medical officer, the post 
surgeon, no effective review of any case being practicable 
because the chief medical officer of the department, to 
whom the papers are referred by the department com- 
mander for remark and recommendation, has no opportu- 
nity to examine the man and has no means of forming 
a judgment as to the medical or surgical features of the 
case except the bare certificate of the medical officer who 
examined the man and reported him as unfit for service. 
The consequence is that this certificate is nearly always 
accepted at its face value and determines the action to 
be taken. If the medical officer has erred in his diagnosis 
or prognosis of the case, through lack of experience or 
otherwise, or if, as is not impossible, he has made an 
unwarranted certificate in a complaisant effort to aid a 
company commander to get rid of a man whom he con- 
siders undesirable, there is now no likelihood of the 
facts in the case being brought to light. In addition to 
this, the moral effect upon post surgeons of a thorough | 
and practical medical review of the cases in which they 
have certified to disqualifying disabilities is entirely lost. 

It is believed to be necessary, in order to secure uni- 
formity of action and to protect the interests of the 
United States, as well as those of the soldier, that the 
question of discharge for disability shall be passed upon 
as far as practicable by boards composed of the specially 
qualified medical officers who now make the examinations 
for enlistment at the various general recruit depots or 
who are on duty at the various general hospitals. It 
is proposed, therefore, that all men whose discharge on 
account of disability is recommended shall be examined 
by such boards of experts before final action is taken 
in the cases, and a draft of a general order that will 
accomplish this purpose is submitted herewith. 

The adoption of the method proposed will involve little 
or no increase of expense, because there are now five 
general recruit depots, extending across the continent, 
each one of them being situated at or near a great rail- 
way center, and substantially all military posts or 
stations are within easy reach of one of them by the 
ordinarily traveled routes.e In many, and probably the 
majority, of cases of discharge the travel of the meu 
from their posts to the nearest recruit depot will be in 
the direction of their places of enlistment and will 
diminish accordingly their travel allowance on discharge. 
There will be no change with regard to the Philippine 
Islands, as all cases arising there are now sent to San 
T'rancisco for discharge. nm the other hand, it is be- 
lieved that the adoption of the proposed method will 
result in a material saving of expense by reason of a 
decrease in the number of discharges for disability and 
in the consequent cost of filling the vacant places with 
recruits, who must be enlisted, subsisted, trained, clothed 
and transported to organizations at great expense. And 
a reduction in the number of discharges for disability 
should also result in a corresponding decrease in pension 
expenditures, because every man discharged on ‘account 
of disability can be counted as certainly an applicant for 
pension, and probably a successful one.

The G.O. issued as a result of this letter follows here: 


G.O. 174, AUG. 12, 1909, WAR DEPT. 

1. Orders or directions for the discharge of enlisted men 
on account of disability will not be issued hereafter except 
by the War Department. Whenever a division or department 
commander receives certificates of disability that in his opin- 
ion warrant the discharge of any soldier under his command 
he will issue the order necessary to send the soldier to the 
general recruit depot nearest, by the usually traveled route, 
to the station of the soldier, and at the same time will send 
directly to the commanding officer of that depot the certifi- 
cates of disability in the case, a copy of the order sending 
the soldier to the depot, and any other papers pertinent to 
the case, that may have been received by the division or de- 
partment commander. 

2. Certificates of disability originating at posts or stations 
that are excepted from the control of division or department 
commanders, other than general recruit depots and general 
hospitals, will be forwarded by the commanding officers of 
such posts or stations to the Adjutant General of the Army, 
who will issue orders sending the men to the general recruit 
depots nearest their respective stations, if the discharge of 
the men appears to be warranted. 

8. In case any soldier who is reported as unfit for service 
by reason of disability is unable to travel to the nearest 
recruit depot without an attendant, a separate certificate to 
that effect, together with a full statement of the grounds upon 
which the certificate is based, will be made. by the medical 
officer reporting the disability, and this paper will be for- 
warded by the commanding officer, with his views indorsed 
thereon, with the certificates of disability in the case. In 
case of necessity, the authority competent to order a soldier 
to a recruit depot with a view to his discharge for disability 
may order an attendant to accompany him and te return to 
his proper station on completing the duty, but care should be 
taken not to send any soldier away from his station, with a 
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view to his discharge, when travel would be dangerous or 
injurious to him. In any such case the soldier should be kept 
in hospital, and even if his term of enlistment should expire 
should not be discharged until he is able to travel either 
alone or with an attendant. 

4. The commanding officer of each general recruit depot will 
organize and maintain at his depot a board of medical officers, 
to consist at all times of three members if practicable, one 
of whom shall be the senior medical officer at the depot. It 
shall be the duty of this board to make a thorough examina- 
tion and report in every case, whether received from another 
station or arising at the depot, in which an enlisted man at 
the depot shall have been reported as unfit for service by rea- 
son of disability. Each man undergoing this examination will 
be kept, either in hospital or attached to one of the depot 
companies, under observation for a sufficient length of time to 
enable the board to determine whether the man should be 
discharged, or should be subjected to operative or other 
treatment at the depot or at a general hospital, or should be 
returned to duty or otherwise disposed of. Especial care will 
be taken by the board-in every case in which disability is 
found to ascertain and report whether the disability existed 
prior to enlistment, and, if so, whether the medical officer who 
enlisted the man is or is not blamable for having done so, 
the name of the medical officer who made the enlistment to 
be stated in the report if ascertainable from papers accessible 
to the board. In each case in which the board finds a man 
unfit for service, it will report its conclusions, based upon its 
examination and the data before it, as to whether the dis- 
qualifying disability originated in line of duty or not. The 
board will render to the commanding officer of the depot a 
separate report in each case, setting forth fully the results of 
the examination mace by the board, the conclusions reached 
by it, and its recommendations as to the action to be taken 
in the case. 

5. The commanding officer of each general hospital will or- 
ganize and maintain at his hospital a board of medical officers, 
to consist at all times of three members if practicable, whose 
duty it shall be, in the cases of enlisted men who are patients 
in or are attached to the hospital and who shall be reported 
as unfit for service by reason of disability, to make examina- 
tions and reports to the commanding officer of the hospital 
that shall be the same in all respects as the examinations 
and reports hereinbefore required to be made by boards of 
medical officers at genera] recruit depots. 

6. In all cases in which reports shall have been made by 
boards of medical officers as hereinbefore prescribed, except 
in the cases of unassigned recruits at depots, members of per- 
manent parties and other enlisted men stationed at depots 
and enlisted men in or attached to general hospitals, who 
shall have been found by the boards to be fit for service and 
in whose cases no action by the War Department is necessary, 
the depot or hospital commanders receiving the reports will 
forward them, together with the corresponding certificates of 
disability, directly to the Adjutant General of the Army for 
the issue of the necessary orders for the discharge of the men, 
or for their return to duty or for such other. disposal of 
their cases as the Secretary of War may direct. In cases in 
which immediate action is urgently required, depot or hospital 
commanders may telegraph the Adjutant General of the Army, 
stating briefly the action recommended by the board and the 
reasons why such action should be taken immediately. In all 
such cases the reports of the boards and all other pertinent 
papers will be forwarded to the Adjutant General of the Army 
after the cases shall have been disposed of under instructions 
received from him. 

7. Descriptive lists will not be forwarded to the Adjutant 
General of the Army with the reports of boards hereinbefore 
prescribed, but will be retained by depot or hospital com- 
manders pending the receipt of instructions as to the disposal 
of the cases to which the papers so retained pertain. In the 
cases of men who have been sent to a general hospital from 
nearby posts without their descriptive lists, and who are found 
by a board of medical officers to be unfit for service by reason 
of disability, the commanding officer of the hospital will send 
for and obtain the descriptive lists of the men before for- 
warding the reports of the board to the Adjutant General’s 
office. Post and other commanders are enjoined to comply 
promptly with requests by commanding officers of general 
hospitals for the descriptive lists of enlisted men who are pa- 
tients in those hospitals, and to see that those papers are 
complete in all respects when forwarded. 

8. Duplicate certificates of disability must be prepared and 
forwarded in the case of every enlisted man whose discharge 
on account of disability is contemplated, regardless of 
whether the case originates at a general recruit depot or gen- 
eral hospital or at some post or station. 

9. When a board of medical officers, constituted as herein- 
before prescribed, finds a soldier unfit for service by reason 
of disability, but reaches a different conclusion from that 
stated in the certificate of disability, received from the sol- 
dier’s post, as to the cause or extent of the disability or as 
to the incurrence of the disability in the line of duty or other- 
wise, new certificates of disability will be prepared by the 
board, the president of the board signing the medical officer’s 
certificate in the place prepared for the signature of the sur- 
geon, and affixing to his signature and title the words ‘‘Presi- 
dent, Board of Medical Officers.’’ In any such case, the com- 
pany commander’s certificate, including his signature, as shown 
in the original certificate of disability, will be copied in full 
in the certificates and will be signed by the president of the 
board, under the words ‘‘a true copy,’’ in the blank space to 
the left of the signature of the company commander on each 
of the new certificates of disability. These new certificates 
will supersede those originally prepared at the soldier’s post. 
One of the latter, however, will be attached to the proceed- 
ings of the board, plainly marked ‘‘Exhibit’’—the duplicate 
copy, similarly marked, being made a part of the retained 
record of the proceedings in the case. 

10. Post and other commanders are especially enjoined to 
see that whenever an enlisted man is sent to a general recruit 
depot with a view to his discharge on account of disability 
his descriptive list is mailed promptly to the commanding 
officer of the depot to which the man is sent. 

11. Existing orders and regulations relating to the insane 
of the military service are not affected by the provisions of 
this order. 

12. So much of any existing order, circular, or instruction 
as is in conflict with any of the provisions of this order is re- 
scinded.

*SOCCER” FOOTBALL. 


To tHE EpiToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

I felt greatly interested in the editorial on “Army 
Soccer” in a recent issue of the ARMy aND Navy 
JOURNAL. I think the este*"ishment of an Army soccer 
cup on the same principles in vogue in the British serv- 
ice would be of immense benefit physically to the men. 
The minimum size of a playing ground is 100x50 yards, 
but the most useful size is 100x60 or 65 yards, as the 
fault of a narrow ground is too many stoppages owing 
to the ball going too often out of bounds. In first class 
association foothall it is essential to have a_ better 
ground than is required in the intercollegiate game, as 
the passes are given and taken along the surface of the 
ground; so a rough, uneven surface would tend to deflect 
the pass from its course. Another great saving, as the 
writer states, is the cost of the outfit, as all that is 
required in soccer is a shirt and knickers, nine-tenths of 
the players dispensing with shin guards. Soccer is so 











open that none of the foul play indulged in in the inter- 
collegiate game, such as pummeling, biting, pushing, 
ean occur, the game being so open that any infringements 
of the rules re foul play are easily detected. 

Another feature of the game is that a person need 
not be a physical giant in order to beeome a crack 
player, as some of the finest players in the professional 
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league teams in England are men of less than medium 
height. The most famous player on the English inter- 
national team of last season was a person standing under 
% feet 4 inches in height and weighing only 125 Ibs. 
The qualities required in soccer are speed and stamina, 
the ability to have comnlete control of the ball when 
traveling at top speed, und these essentials can be ac- 
quired by the ordinary person to a better extent than by 
the clumsy, beefy giants one sees in the college games. 
The team work—combination—seen in a first class soccer 
game as one witnesses it in the crack league games in 
Britain is far ahead of the team work seen in football 
games, whether at Yale or Harvard, while soccer also 
provides better opportunities for the individual player, 
as witness the remarkable way in which an expert 
“dribbler” has command of the ball. Association foot- 
ball is what all sport should be, namely, recreation. 
Once firmly established, this fine game should appeal to 
the American soldier in the late fall and early spring 
months, as basebal] does during the summer. ere is 
plenty of room for both styJes of play, but I feel certain 
that the soccer game, once mastered, will prove the more 
popular of the two. JOHN MorGAn. 
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FORBIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


In the discussion of the Dreadnought question, sight is 
often lost of the fact that Great Britain is, so far, the 
only Power having ships of this class in commission, and 
she has nine, according to the table of the world’s 
armored strength revised to July 1, 1909, and published 
by the British Navy League. This list of British 
battleships includes two ships of 16,500 tons, three of 
17,250, the Dreadnought herself of 17,900, and three 
Bellerophons of 18,600 tons. Germany should have two 
battleships of 17,679 tons ready for commission this 
fall or winter, closely following the completion of the 
first two American all-big-gun battleships, the Michigan 
and the South Carolina, 16,000-ton vessels, while the 
scheduled date for the next two German big-gun ships 
is the spring of 1910, a few months ahead of the U.S. 
20,000-tonners, the North Dakota and Delaware. Mean- 
while, France must wait until 1911 for her first Dread- 
nought; Austria and Italy until 1912, while Japan has 
one 19,250-ton ship almost ready and has another 
scheduled for June, 1910. Brazil will commission two, 
the Minas Geraes and the Sao Paulo, early next year, 
and follow with the third, to be completed in March, 
1911. Since 1893 Great Britain has launched 38 first 
class battleships, of a total tonnage of 556,200; U.S.A., 
22, of 302,755; Germany, 20, of 241,255; France, 15, of 
192,686; Japan, 11, of 152,444; Russia, 8, of 112,092; 
Italy, 8, of 95,418, and Austria, 6 ships, of 75,103 tons. 
Armored cruisers, built or building, include, for Great 
Britain, 35 ships, of 416,600 tons; France, 18, of 
182,394; U.S.A., 18, of 169,180; Japan, 13, of 138,012: 
Germany, 9, of 93,345; Italy, 8, of 67,606; Russia, 6, 
of 63,336, and Austria, 2 ships, together 13,336 tons. 
The number of docks capable of taking a Dreadnought 
was recently reported to the British Parliament as fol- 
lows: Great Pritain, 23; Germany, 6; France, 5; United 
States, 5. 

The British Imperial Defense Commission’s  sub- 
committee, which was appointed to investigate criticisms 
made by Admiral Lord Charles Beresford of the state 
of the navy, has issued its report, which practically 
exonerates the Admiralty of Admiral Beresford’s charges, 
but it finds that both the Admiralty and Lord Charles 
are blamable for inharmonious co-operation. Beresford 
charged the Admiralty with “hazardous experiments,” 
throwing away old cruisers without building new ones, 
allowing the torpedo fleet to run to seed, decreasing dock 
and harbor accommodation by building ships too big to 
dock, allowing oversea naval stations to fall into decay, 
leaving trade routes unprotected, gradually doing away 
with the coast guard, “the eyes and ears of our shores,” 
and bleeding to death the marines. The Admiralty is 
charged with playing to the gallery, and by a noisy 
advertisement of Dreadnoughts bringing about a revolu- 
tion in naval construction not at all to England’s advan- 
tage. England’s policy in the Pacific has chilled the 
ardor of Pacific colonies to assist in the imperial defense 
by contributing ships. They fear Japan, and while 
agreeing to contribute to the maintenance of the main 
fleet, they determined that the greatest energy should be 
exerted to provide defenses for their own coasts and 
trade. Australia already is building torpedoboats as a 
nucleus of the fleet. and Canada intends to have a fleet 
which would come to the assistance of the mother coun- 
try in a time of need, but it must be absolutely under 
the contro] of the federal government. Her first ships 
will be modern cruisers, and the Canadians think that 
these should be placed in the Pacific. The home author- 
ities want them in the Atlantic. 

The Italian balloon Albatross, a spherical bag with a 
capacity of 2,000 cubic meters, though inflated to only 
1,200 cubic meters, at Turin, on Aug. 10, carrying two 
passengers. ascended seven miles and 1,754 feet, which is 
nearly 2,000 feet higher than the record ascent made in 
1862 by two Englishmen, when one of the English aero- 
nauts became unconscious at an elevation of five and one- 
half miles. In 1875 M. Tissandier, a Frenchman, rose 
more than five miles into the air. He was accompanied 
by a friend, who died on the way. The Italian balloonists 
carried with them a large quantity of oxygen to permit 
breathing in the rarified atmosphere. At the greatest 
altitude they experienced a temperature of twenty-four 
degrees below zero, Fahrenheit. 

Medals commemorative of the suppression of the up- 
rising in Korea have been bestowed upon 23,000 officers 
and men of the Japanese army. 

Japanese officers are displaying considerable inventive 
genius. and it is noted that both in the army and navy 
important improvements have been worked out. Measures 
calculated to insure to the inventors protection in their 
rights have been passed by the Japanese parliament, and 
pecuniary encouragement is being offered by the govern- 
ment. 

Prince Henry of Prussia will resign the command of 
the High Seas Fleet in the autumn, and will be succeeded 
hy Vice-Admiral von Holtzendorff, commanding the 1st 
Squadron. Admiral Count von Bandissin, chief of the 
General Staff of the German navy, and Admiral von 
Fischel, chief of the North Sea station. will change posts. 

The twenty new submarines for the French navy are to 
he ealled Foucault. Euler. Franklin, Archiméde, Mariotte, 
Watt. Cugnot. Giffard, Farady. Volta. Newton. Montgol- 
fier, Amiral Bourgeois. Joule, Bernoulli, Coulomb, Arago, 
Curie, Leverrier and Charles Brun. 

The eight 950-ton gunboats for the Russian navy now 
on the stocks in S;. Petersburg have heen named Grosa. 
Schkwal, Schtorm, Smertsch, Jaifan, Uragan, Wicha and 
Wjuga. 

Of the two cruisers of 4.800 tons building at Nagasaki 
and Kobe, respectively, the first will be fitted with Curtis 
and the second with Parsons turbines. These two vessels 
are to be completed in the spring of 1912. They should 





steam twenty-six knots with 22,500 i.h.p., and will mount 
two 6-inch q. and ten 4.7-inch q., beside two submerged 
torpedo tubes. 

Considerable difficulty is being encountered in the 
efforts to raise the British submarine C-11, recently sunk 
in collision, with the loss of thirteen lives. In the at- 
tempts some thirty steel hawsers, some of them nine 
inches around, have been snapped. ‘The plan is to raise 
the vessel sufficiently from the bottom to enable her 
being slowly towed to shallow water, there to be beached 
and patched up, before going to drydock for repair. The 
thirteen bodies were at last accounts still in the vessel, 
and would so remain until the boat is pumped out. 

In her full-speed trial, on July 31, the French destroyer 
Chasseur reached a speed of 30.4 knots, which is 2.4 better 
than her contract. 

The Church Red Cross Brigade for Women and Girls 
is a volunteer ambulance corps, which is the only 
authorized counterpart of the ‘“Territorials” for women, 
and is working with the medical service, Sir Alfred 
KXeogh, the director general, being on the executive com- 
mittee. The girls wear full uniform, a navy blue dress 
with braided epaulettes, a white piqué vest embroidered 
with the Red Cross, and dark blue Colonial slouch hats 
with scarlet plume. The juniors, aged from twelve to 
fifteen, wear blue field service caps embroidered with 
the Red Cross. Many well-known ladies are actively 
interesting themselves in the brigade. Princess Marie 
Louise of Schleswig-Holstein presided at the first general 
council of the headquarters staff, and the Duchess of 
Teck is one of the vice-presidents. 

An accident oceurred on board the British battleship 
Temeraire. on July 31, while firing the royal salute at 
Spithead from a four-inch gun. Three men were seri- 
ously injured, one of whom afterward died in hospital. 

A steam pipe burst on the British cruiser Forth on 
duly 30 at Portsmouth, resulting in the death of one 
man and the injuring of four others. 

Through gross carelessness in the selection of ammuni- 
tion for field maneuvers of British Territorial troops re- 
cently, by which some ball cartridges got mixed with the 
= ammunition, a chaplain of the Yorkshires lost his 
ife. 

The experiments being made by using the old French 
battleship Iena as a target for the armored cruiser Condé 
demonstrate that the projectiles fired at the Iena have 
had greater effect than it was supposed they would have. 
All parts of the ship above the armored belt, including the 
turrets, it is declared, would be destroyed after fifteen 
ininutes of bombardment such as would occur in a naval 
battle. ‘The armor plating of the Iena also has been 
shown to have much less power of resistance that it was 
credited to have. 

It is unusual to erect a statue to the living, 
but Lord Roberts had a monument erected to 
his honor en the Maidan and Lord Kitchener, 
who is relinquishing command of the Indian army 
after a tour of most efficient service, is .to 
honored by such a memorial at Calcutta. At a recent 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, Calcutta, the sum 
of $45,000 was subscribed as a nucleus fund to carry 
out the project. The new inspector general of the 
British Mediterranean forces is thus eulogized by the 
‘Toronto Globe: “Under whatever title the British nation 
may choose to confer on him, Lord Kitchener is to-day 
heyond question the ‘most eminent military man in the 
world. Lord Roberts, who made his great prestige in 
India and Afghanistan, has passed; General Gallifet, 
the last of the Franco-Prussian war French commanders, 
died a few days ago; not a single eminent German com- 
mander in that war has survived; all the generals of 
any note in the American Civil War have long since gone 
over to the majority: there is no one of any nationality 
left to dispute Lord Kitchener’s pre-eminence in the way 
of actual achievement and well-established reputation. 
In five years he not only reorganized the army in India, 
but put Lord Curzon out of the way in order that he 
might carry out his plans. Before another five years 
have elapsed he will probably have made the most of the 
[british ‘regular army’ and also of the British ‘territorial 
army.’ ” 

The London Chronicle’s Melbourne correspondent says 
that to its offer to the British government of a Dread- 
nought the Commonwealth government has made an 
alternative offer to provide a squadron of swift cruisers 
for use in local and Pacific waters and maintain a large 
federal naval base in Australia. He adds that it is 
understood that the Defense Conference in London is 
now considering these proposals. 

The Neue Preussiche Korrespondenz publishes a state- 

ment to the effect that the Japanese military authorities 
have decided to reorganize the whole of their general 
staff according to the German system. It is to be divided 
into five departments, as follows: First, troops; second, 
personal matters: third, administration; fourth, hygiene, 
and fifth, court-martial matters. The staff in the future 
will not be subject to the Ministry of War, but will be 
independent. A military cabinet, similar to that which 
exists in Germany. is also to be constituted. 
_ Six tons of explosives have been found to be missing 
from Toulon Arsenal. Recently several thousands ef 
cartridges were found in the sewers of Toulon, and 
further investigation led to the discovery that six tons 
of dynamite, melinite and black powder had been stolen 
from the arsenal and hidden in the caves in the rocks 
to the west of the town. The thefts had been going on 
for several years. Nobody has yet been arrested, but 
the thieves are now known to be an association which 
dealt almost openly in the stolen ammunition. 

The new torpedo for the British navy is to be a 22-inch 
weapon, with a 2,000-lb. air pressure, a range of five 
miles and a specd of some 30 knots. It is intended 
mainly for use in the submerged tubes of new battleships 
and cruisers, and will make a very effective second to 
the 13%4-inch gun. Plant for making the new weapon 
is now being laid down. 

In the new volume of the German Nauticus the dia- 
grams of the German Dreadncughts of,the Nassau class 
show the twelve 11-inch guns mounted in six turrets, all 
on the same level. two of them on the keeldine severally 
forward and abaft. and two on either side, the corre- 
sponding port and starboard turrets being abreast of 
one another. The result is that the Nassau and her 
sisters can bring to bear for direct ahead and astern 
fire six guns, and for broadside fire eight guns. Thus, 
though carrying two big guns more. she can bring no 
greater number to bear than the British Dreadnought, 
except in_ case she should be attacked on both sides. It 
is contended by the Germans that the 11-inch gun is in 
power. equal to the British 12-inch. and in endurance 
superior, An advantage is claimed for the Nassau’s 
twelve 5.9-inch guns. mounted six aside behind armor, 
and her sixteen 3.2-inch. grouped in casemates, but, says 
the Army and Navy Gazette, London, the “all-big-gun” 
princinle is violated, the value of the medium gun is 
doubtful, and the anti-torpedo guns are not equal to 
those of any of Britain’s later ships except the Dread- 
nought herself,

Troop B, 15th U.S. Cav., on its recent march from 
Fort Myer, Va., to Somerset, Pa., made an excellent im- 
pression upon the people of the different places through 
which it passed by its soldierly appearance and deport- 
ment. At Cumberland, Md., the troop encamped at the 
Fair Ground, sixty-eight strong, its officers being Capt. 
L. C. Andrews, Lieut. Victor Foster and Lieut. G. L. 
Jones, Med. Corps. Thousands of visitors flocked to the 
park to witness an exhibition drill on July 19, which 
won the admiration of the big assemblage, which was 
stirred up to the greatest enthusiasm by the graceful 
manner vf action ci the men’s mounts. Almost before 
the bugle sounded the horses were off in serried, sym- 
metrical jines, Keeping pace and step with wonderful preci- 
sion. Many whe had never witnessed mounted troop 
tactics before were amazed at the control the troopers had 
over their horses. It was with great regret that the 
Cumberland people bid good-by to Troop B on July 20, 
when it left for Frostburg, where it arrived at 4:30 p.m. 
the same day. Mayor Price and the members of the 
town council drove to a point just beyond Clarysville and 
met the cavalrymen and accompanied them into camp. 
In the evening the Arion Band, Western Maryland’s 
most famous musical organization, gave an open air con- 
cert at the camp, after which the officers of the troop 
were given a reception at the rooms of the Frostburg 
Lodge of Elks, at which Captain Andrews was presented 
to Superintendent H. B. Hesse, of the Consolidated Coal 
Company, who gave the troop the freedom of the large 
field in which they were camped, and also arranged an 
excursion to one of the mines of the company, giving the 
members of Troop B a rare treat, as some of the men 
had never seen inside a coal mine. Manager J. H. 
Hitchins, of the Frostburg Opera House, issued a general 
invitation to any member of the troop in uniform to 
attend the moving picture shows in the Opera House on 
both evenings of their stay. The troop gave an exhibition 
drill on the Frostburg baseball park grounds Wednesday 
evening, July 21. There were upward of three thousand 
persons gatherel at the camping place to welcome the 
United States Cavalrymen to Frostburg. The troop left 
Frostburg July 22 for Somerset, where it took part in the 
camp of the Pennsylvania National Guard. “Frost- 
burgers,” writes a correspondent, “are glad that the 
soldiers saw fit to make this city one of their stopping 
places and their visit will be one of the subjects of con- 
versation for some time to come. Young America in 
Frostburg will be practicing the drills and evolutions of 
the cavalry for months hence. To persons who do not 
come into contact with Uncle Sam’s soldiery, the trip of 
this troop through this section has much of an educa- 
tional value. Military training seems to be a very good 
thing for young men, and these fellows are fine examples 
of America’s strong soldiery.”

The Japanese armored cruiser Ibuki, equipped with 
Curtis marine reversible turbines, built by the Fore 
River Shipbuilding Company, of Quincy, Mass., and 
shipped to Japan last year, has just completed a most 
satisfactory trial. During the past few days several 
cablegrams have been received from the representative 
of the company in Japan giving the results of the offi- 
cial contract acceptance trials of this vessel. Three 


trials were conducted, one under cruising conditions at 
two-fifths power, one at the rated full power guaranteed 
and one at overload conditions at maximum power. The 
rated full power of these turbines was guaranteed to be 
21,600 brake horsepower and the steam consumption 
not more than 15 pounds of steam per brake horsepower 
per hour. On the trial at this power the steam consump- 
tion was 14.1 pounds. On the two-fifths power trial the 
steam consumption was 16.75 pounds, whereas the 
guarantee was 17 pounds. On the maximum full power 
trial over 27,000 horsepower was developed, and the 
steam consumption was 13.88 pounds. From Kure, Juiy 
29, 1909, Mr. J. F. Paige, contract engineer for the 
Fore River Company, cabled, saying: ‘‘T'wo-fifths trial 
successful; average speed 16.945 knots per hour; brake 
horsepower 10,077; revolutions per minute, 189; water 
rate, 17.4; water rate officially corrected to contract 
steam conditions and 200 R.P.M. 16.75; trial of ma- 
chinery is very satisfactory.” Aug. 10 he cabled: “Trial 
trip successful; average speed, 20 knots per hour; brake 
horsepower, 21,000; available energy, 329 B.T.U.; water 
rate, 14.126; revolutions, 235; will be ready to leave 
Aug. 27.’ And on Aug. 14: “Final trial trip successful; 
average speed, 21 knots per hour; brake horsepower, 
27,142: steam pressure, 240 pounds per square inch; 
available energy, 336; revolutions, 250; water rate, 15.03; 
water rate officially corrected, 13.88; trial of machinery 
is very satisfactory.” The maximum guaranteed horse- 
power was 21,600, and the last trial was made with the 
overload nozzles provided to obtain the large overload 
eapacity. The guarantees of steam consumption were 
made on the basis of 250 pounds pressure in the steam 
chest and 28-inch vacuum, and the water rates obtained 
on trial were to be corrected from actual steam condi- 
tions to correspond to these. The Fore River Company 
are also in receipt of the following congratulatory cable- 
gram from the Kawasaki Dockyard, who hold the rights 
of the Curtis marine turbines for Japan: “Kobe, Aug. 
13, 1909. Sincere congratulations; Ibuki great success. 
(Signed) Kawasaki Dockyard.” 





The Philippines Legislature has very properly passed 
an act relieving Ist Lieut. Allen L. Briggs, 29th Inf., 
formerly disbursing officer of the Insular Government 
in the office of the Chief Signal Officer, Philippines Divi- 
sion, U.S.A., from responsibility for the theft of pesos 
14,471 ($2,235.50 in gold) by Ross W. Douglass, a 
civilian clerk in the office, who is now a fugitive from 
justice. Lieutenant Briggs was in no sense responsible 
for the crime, as Douglass was in the office long before 
Briggs was detailed to it, and the stealing had been in 
progress for some time. Not suspecting anything wrong, 
the officer allowed Douglass to manage numerous mat- 
ters of business in such a way that he was able to cover 
his tracks, and even add to his stealings. The Pay De- 
partment for five months last year and this stopped 
$100 a month from the offieer’s pay to reimburse the 
Insular Government. Douglass, when last heard from, 
was in Buenos Aires. The State Department succeeded 
in having him arrested and held, and sent a _ special 
messenger down to put through the necessary extradition 
proceedings to get the man home for trial. The day 
that the messenger arrived he went into a popular café 
frequented by Americans for his dinner. While there 
he noticed that there was some stir over a subscription 
that was being raised, and then, a few minutes later, a 
whispered conversation took place_and he was not asked 
to contribute to the subscription. The next day he learned 


that the subscription was being raised by the woman 
that Douglass had with him as his wife, and with its 
aid he fled that night. and from that day on nothing has 
been heard of him. Representative Gardner, of New 
Jersey, introduced a bill in the last Congress to relieve 
Lieutenant Briggs, but no action had been taken on it 
when Congress adjourned.

In connection with the circular sent by a firm in 
Denver, Colo., to officers of the Army, offering to lend 
money on the security of pay accounts, referred to on 
page 1441, it is well to remember that to meet the condi- 
tions set forth an officer is required to hypothecate an 
account not actually due and payable, which is in direct 
violation of A.R. 1277. Should an officer submit a pay 
account for any given month to the paymaster for settle- 
ment, where his account for the month in question has 
already been passed out of his hands to secure a loan, 
the act would constitute an offense under the 61st 
Article of War for the duplication of pay accounts. In 
this connection, attention is called to the following deci- 
sion of the Comptroller of the Treasury: “When there 
is conclusive evidence that an account has been assigned 
before it is actually due, payment cannot properly be 
made to assignee, even though it may be absolutely 
certain that the United States will not be called upon to 
pay the account a second time (Vol. 2, Digest 2d Comp., 
746).”” Any person or firm that is a party to any trans- 
action which has for its purpose the violation or evasion 
of laws and regulations governing the disbursements of 
public money would probably be liable to prosecution 
under the Revised Statutes of the United States.

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An interpretation as to the meaning of the words “be- 
longing to the Army,” as used in par. 1, Circular No. 9, 
W.D., 1907, concerning the administration of mallein 
treatment, having been requested, the Secretary of War, 
under date of Aug. 3, 1909, approved the opinion of 
the Quartermaster General, contained in an indorsement 
as follows: “Circular No. 9, W.D., of 1907, was prepared 
with the view of protecting the animals of the Army, 
whether public or private. ‘Belonging to the Army,’ so 
far as regards the animals, may well be considered as 
pertaining to, relative to, appendant, or as forming a part 
of the Army, whether the ownership be vested in the 
United States or an officer belonging to the Army. But 
so far as the administration of matlein is concerned, 
which appears to be merely diagnostic, commanding 
officers are authorized, in their discretion, to extend or 
to reduce the interval between each treatment as the 
condition of the animals may justify. There is nothing 
in regulations which exempts the private horse of an 
officer from mallein treatment, when his mount is at a 
post and in conjunction with public animals, the interval 
between the treatments only being subject to discretion 
of commanding officers.” 











The friends of the Territorial Army in England have 
been much pleased with the results of the recent meeting 
at the Bisley rifie range, for it was there demonstrated 
that the Territorials were as keen and expert marksmen 
this year as they were in former years under their old 
name of Volunteers. The meeting brought together, as 
no other event could, not only the different corps, but also 
representatives of the different countries. The prominent 
part played by the colonial marksmen was a gratifying 
feature of the great rifle gathering. The honors were 
well distributed among the countries. The silver and 
lronze medals were won by a Transyaaler and a Scots- 
man, respectively. The possibilities are that future meet- 
ings at Bisley will witness a still further extension of 
this friendly yet strenuous rivalry. The one great lesson 
deduced from this year’s Bisley is that the work and in- 
fluence of the National Rifle Association in promoting 
the science and art of shooting are no/longer confined to 
the British Isles, and that as the years go by Bisley will 
become more and more an imperial rather than a national 
meeting place for the marksmen of the Empire. 





Within the past few weeks orders have been issued by 
the Secretary of the Navy reducing the rations of in- 
mates of naval prisons, forbidding talking at meals, limit- 
ing the privilege of smoking to three times a day. If a 
prisoner disobeys any regulation he can smoke but twice 
a day, and for a repeated disobedience he has but one 
smoke a day, and he can even lose that if he is bad 
enough. The naval prisoner has no very happy lot at 
best. He has to work all the time he is awake, and 
while he is at work he cannot talk. At Portsmouth 
the prisoners have recently done a large amount of work 
in connection with clearing up new land and blasting 
a road through a high hill. There is plenty of. work 
found at all the prisons for the inmates, and with no 
talking, reduced food, limited smoking, it may come to 
pass that the enlisted man in the Service will think 
twice before he incurs the privations and discipline that 
he must undergo in a naval prison for a few months. 
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The Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry band has been 
caught playing for money (not in the gambling sense), 
just like Army bands elsewhere that like to make an 
honest penny on the side and lay it away against a day 
of thirst, if not of hunger and rain. And like the 
ordinary Army band anywhere else, the War Department 
has decided that the Porto Rico band is in the Army and 
subject to the same laws and regulations applying to the 
Army that are to be enforced everywhere throughout the 
United States and the dependencies. Continuing a 
former practice, the city authorities of San Juan have 
been charging a chair fee for Thursday evening concerts 
on the Plaza, and at the same time hiring members of 
the Porto Rico Regiment band to play. It is held by 
the War Department that members of the band cannot 
be thus employed to play for compensation. 
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The colored mess attendant, D. A. Williams, whoa 
was so unfortunate as to cause the death of his adver- 
sary, Seaman Foster, in a boxing bout on the U.S.S. 
Vermont, is being tried by court-martial on the 
Vermont on the charge of manslaughter, and if he is ac- 
quitted will be sent to Cobb county, Ga., to stand trial 
there for assault and battery. The Massachusetts 
authorities, after considerable discussion of the matter 
of jurisdiction, finally decided that they did not want 
Williams, although the Navy Department would have 
heen perfectly willing to part with him. If Williams is 
convicted he will serve a sentence in a naval prison, 


with prospect of being given over to the Georgia authori- 
ties at the end of his imprisonment.

Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, until recently com- 
mander of the British Channel fleet, was scheduled to 
sail from Liverpool on Aug. 20 by the Allan line steamer 
Virginian for Montreal, whence he will proceed to 
Toronto, to open the Toronto exhibition. Lord Charles 
is a very popular man in the Navy of the United States, 
and it is hoped his friends among our naval officers will 
be able to persuade him to remain and take part in the 
Hudson-Fulton celebration. Perhaps no foreign navy 
officer has ever spoken words of higher praise for the 
ships and the personnel of the American Navy, and those 
American officers who have enjoyed his hospitality 
abroad would undoubtedly see to it that his stay here 
did not lack variety and interest.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

The Adjutant General of the Army has been advised 
of the death, from cerebral hemorrhage and exhaustion, 
of Brig. Gen. Edwin F. ‘Townsend, U.S.A., retired, 
which eccurred at the Walter Reed General Hospital, 
D.C., Aug. 15, 1909. General Townsend, who had a 
distinguished service in the Army, was born in New 
York July 14, 1838, and was appointed a cadet at the 
United States Military Academy from Wisconsin Sept. 1, 
1850; was graduated and appointed a brevet second 
lieutenant in the 3d Artillery July 1, 1854; resigned 
March 11, 1856; was appointed first lieutenant in the 
14th Infantry in May, 1861, and later was appointed 
captain in the 16th Infantry. He reached the grade of 
colonel through regular promotions Oct. 13, 1886, and 
was assigned to the 12th Infantry, which regiment he 
commanded when retired, Oct. 1, 1895, at his own re- 
quest, being over sixty-two years of age. He was advanced 
to the grade of brigadier general on the retired list under 
the Act of April 23, 1904. He was breveted major April 
7, 1862, for gallant and meritorious services in the battle 
of Shiloh, ‘Tenn., and lieutenant colonel March 13, 1865, 
for continued and faithful services in the Ordnance De- 
partment. During his long service he served on frontier 
duty at San Diego, Cal., 1854-55, and was also on duty 
escorting Lieutenant Parke’s topographical party in the 
Mojave River country. DPuring the Rebellion his duties 
included service in the Tennessee and Mississippi cam- 
paigns, being engaged in the march to Nashville and 
Littsburg Landing, battle of Shiloh, siege of Corinth, etc. 
After the war his services included frontier duty at 
Vort Omaha and on the Yellowstone expedition with a 
battalion of the Sth and 9th Infantry in 1873. He also 
served at Fort Laramie on frontier duty, was on the 
Powder River expedition in 1876 and served at various 
other forts. His wife and two daughters survive him. 
‘The remains of the general were buried in Arlington 
National Cemetery, when Chaplain W. W. Brander, of 
the 15th Cav., officiated. The District of Columbia Com- 
mandery, M.O.L.L.U.8., of which order General Towns- 
end was a member, attended in a body. The escort con- 
sisted of Cavalry and Field Artillery troops from Fort 
Myer. The honorary pallbearers were Gen. D. J. Craigie, 
Gen. Leon A. Matile, Col. Felix A. Reeve, Francis P. B. 
Sands, late U.S.N.:; Major Edwin A. Root, Major Julius 
A. Venn, Capt. P. D. Lockridge and Capt. Peter C. 
Slarris. 

Mr. Samuel D. Stuart, late first lieutenant 119th U.S. 
Colored Regiment and acting R.Q.M. during the Civil 
War, and father of Mrs. Dunbar, wife of Surg. Arthur 
W. Dunbar, U.S.N., died at Butte, Mont., June 7. 

The remains of the late Lieut. Daniel S. Mahony, 
U.S.N., who died at Mare Island, Cal., Aug. 10, were, 
in accordance with the wishes of his mother, sent East 
to the family home at Detroit, Mich., for interment, 
leaving Mare Island on the afternoon of Aug. 12. Al- 
though the funeral services were to be held at Detroit, 
it was the wish of the officers of the yard that some 
service be held at Mare Island, and, accordingly, the 
Roman Catholic prayers for the dead were read over the 
casket in St. Peter’s Chapel, the Rev. Father Neterville, 
o.P., of St. Vincent Ferrer’s Church, Vallejo, officiating.

MAJOR W. H. WREN, U.S.A. 

Of Major W. H. Wren, 12th Inf., whose death on 
Aug. 12 we reported last week, Major W. E. Ayres, 9th 
Inf., writes to us, saying: 

“Major Wren was a unique character. He was in- 
tensely human, having his share of the virtues and the 
faults characteristic of mankind. His mind was strong 
and clear and an eminent sense for the practical enabled 
him to go at once to the meat of any matter he was con- 
sidering. This faculty, combined with a strong sense 
of duty and responsibility, caused him to fill with signal 
success many and varied positions of responsibility. He 
never took hold of anything that he did not put into it 
the best there was in him. And once committed to a 
task his strong will never flagged till the thing was done. 
He loved his profession and was ever seeking to fit him- 
self for better work. His twenty-five years of service 





‘is a straight record of conscientious and efficient effort. 


But it is when we turn from the qualities of his mind 
to the qualities of his heart that we begin to understand 
the real Billie Wren and why those he admitted to his 
confidence were so strongly drawn to him; aye, why we 
loved even his faults. 

Impulsive and impetuous, he would often say a harsh 
thing, only to follow it up by some word or deed of gen- 
tle kindness. Generous to a fault, he was just and con- 
siderate of others, no matter how lowly their stations in 
life might be. Always keenly alive to the amusing and 
the ridiculous, he possessed such originality of expression 
that it was a rare treat to be in his company. Nobody 
could be long in his presence without hearing some droll 
and original remark which he could never forget. A 
hater of sham and hypocrisy in any form, he was him- 
self simple and true in all his relations in life. Touch 
him on any side and he rang true. Under a sometimes 
brusque exterior he carried a man’s heart, tender as a 
woman’s, clean as a child’s. He was buried at Grand 
Rapids, Mich., Aug. 18. The funeral services were held 
on the lawn of his brother-in-law’s country house in the 
shade of stately maples. Bishop McCaskey, of Michigan, 
read the Episcopal burial service. The cortége then pro- 
ceeded to the cemetery, where the services were con- 
cluded, a squad of veterans from the Michigan state sol- 
diers’ home firing three volleys and sounding taps. And 
there we left him, to sleep on amid the Michigan pine 
and birch trees. Thus, in a majestic setting, by a cere- 
mony simple and impressive, was brought to a close a 
career manly and pure; a career leaving in its wake a 
long trail of cheered and brightened lives, a career be- 
queathing to his bereaved family a priceless memory.”

for “gallant and meritorious services during the war.” 
In the office of the Chief of Engineers is filed this note, 
signed by Gen. G. K. Warren, with a map of the battle- 
field of Gettysburg: “This is a photograph from a map 
mainly made by Major (then Sergeant) E. B. Cope, of 
my force (while the chief engineer of the Army of the 
Potomac), and under my direction. It is valuable as 
showing how a good topographer can represent a field 
after a personal reconnoissance. It was mostly made 
from -horseback sketches based upon the map of Adams 
Co.. Pa.’ On the rolls of his company Lieutenant 
Colonel Cope is reported, under date of Feb. 28, 1863, 
as “on detached duty in Topographical Corps of the 
Potomac.”

THE MASSACHUSETTS MANEUVERS. 


The maneuvers in Massachusetts planned by Major 
Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., which came to an end on 
Aug. 19, have been attended with hard and conscientious 
work upon the part of all concerned, under very trying 
conditions, and some very important lessons have been 
learned, which will be reported upon another week by 
our correspondents in the field. Both the Red army of 
invaders, under Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., and 


the Blue army of defenders, under command of Brig. 
General W. H. Pew, of Massachusetts, experienced 
the hardships of actual campaigning, as regards weather, 
marching rations, etc., but stuck to the work manfully. 
The maneuvers will be of great practical value, in dem- 
onstrating the strong and weak points of both forces, and 
should prove especially profitable to officers of the Army, 
as well as to the National Guard. While no official de- 
cision will be rendered as to which force won or lost, the 
Red Army naturally believe that Boston was captured. 
while the Blue army are equally confident that the Red 
army was smashed all to pieces and that Boston was 
saved. 

The maneuvers were officially closed Aug. 19 by the 
following order, issued by General Wood through George 
S$. Anderson, his chief of staff: 

1. The field exercises in Massachusetts are declared 
terminated at 1 o’clock p.m., this date. 

2. The six troops, 10th U.S. Cavalry, and the troops 
of the states of Connecticut, Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
New York and District of Columbia engaged in field ex- 
ercises, so far qs the authority of these headquarters is 
applicable, are relieved from further duty in connection 
therewith and may proceed to their home station by 
transportation already provided and of which their com- 
manders have been advised. 

3. The commanding general takes this opportunity to 
express to all the troops engaged his sincere appreciation 
of their services and the soldierly spirit and bearing 
manifested throughout the period of the exercises, and he 
is particularly gratified with the splendid conduct and 
the respect for persons and property of civilians which 
has characterized their sojourn and march through the 
country. 

The invading army was ordered to proceed home on 
Aug. 20. We reserve further comment upon the maneu- 
vers for another week.

These allowances are in excess of the weights transported 
free of charge under the regular fare by public carriers. They 
may be reduced pro rata by the commanding officer, if neces- 
sary, and may in special cases be increased by the War De- 
partment on transports by water. 

Shipments of allowances of baggage will in all cases be 
made at carrier’s risk, including those over roads where 
tariffs provide for extra charge therefor, unless the owner files 
written authority with the shipping quartermaster to ship his 
entire baggage released. An officer detailed for duty in a 
foreign country as a military attaché is entitled to packing, 
crating and transportation of professional books and papers 
and the number of pounds of personal baggage specified in 
the table above. The maximum money allowance for packing 
and crating for each grade is fixed at sixty cents for each hun- 
dred pounds of the foregoing allowances, and will not be ex- 
ceeded. The maximum tare weight of any of the foregoing 
allowances will not exceed one-fifth of the gross weight. Any 
saving in tare weight effects an increase in net weight. With 
this end in view, burlap and excelsior should be used as much 
as possible as a substitute for crating, and the use of lumber 
should be limited as much as possible. Should the owner de- 
sire lighter packing or crating than the quartermaster deems 
sufficient, the lighter crating or packing will be used only 
upon written request of the owner. Where the weight allow- 
ance is decreased or increased the money allowance for pack- 
ing and crating will be decreased or increased pro rata.

money than was paid them. These payments were for green 
corn, fodder, cogon grass for bedding, wood, ete. It was 
also alleged that he caused vouchers to be altered in his 
favor. He was found guilty of all three charges and was 
sentenced to be dismissed the Service of the United States 
and to pay a fine of $1,000. 

The sentence having been approved by the convening au- 





thority and the record of trial forwarded for the action of the 
President, under the 106th Article of War, the following are 
his orders thereon:

tion, or capacity to labor. If such disability was incurred in 
the line of duty, and the soldier declined treatment for the 
relief of such disability where treatment was directed, that 
fact will be set forth in the certificate for the information of 
the Bureau of Pensions. 

In the examination of certificates of disability for discharge, 
it is enjoined upon chief surgeons, and others concerned, to 
observe that there is no conflict between the statements of 
company commanders, medical and other officers thereon, as 
to whether the disability was incurred in line of duty or not 
in line of duty. If any discrepancy exists in this particular, 
every possible means will be employed to harmonize the state- 
ments before forwarding the papers.

CIRCULAR 47, JULY 31, 1909, WAR DEPT.

1144, Army Regulations, includes horse equipments.—The term 
‘*personal baggage’’ referred to in paragraph 1144, A.R., as 
amended by paragraph I, G.O. No. 12, W.D., Jan. 23, 1909, 
is interpreted to include the horse equipments issued under the 
provisions of paragraph 1537, Army Regulations, as amended 
by paragraph I, G.O. No. 153, W.D., Sept. 23, 1908. 

. Iee an ‘‘exceptional article’ of subsistence stores.— 
Par. 133, Manual for the Subsistence Department, U.S. Army, 
1908, is construed as authorizing the supply of ice as an ‘‘ex- 
ceptional article’’ at military posts and stations. 

3. The following opinion of the Judge Advocate General of 
the Army, which has been approved by the Secretary of War, 
is published for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

[2d Indorsement. ] 
War Department, Office of the Judge Advocate General, 
Washington, D.C., July 8, 1909. 

Respectfully returned to the Adjutant General. 

The Act of May 11, 1908, contains the requirement that: 

‘*Hereafter immediately upon official notification of the death 
from wounds or disease contracted in line of duty of any 
officer or enlisted man on the active list of the Army, the Pay- 
master General of the Army shall cause to be paid to the 
widow of such officer or enlisted man, or to any other person 
previously designated by him, an amount equal to six months’ 
pay at the rate received by such officer or enlisted man at the 
date of his death, less seventy-five dollars in the case of an 
officer and thirty-five dollars in the case of an enlisted man. 
From the amount thus reserved the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment shall be reimbursed for expenses of interment, and the 
residue, if any, of the amount reserved shall be paid subse- 
quently to the designated person. The Secretary of War shall 
establish regulations requiring each officer and enlisted man to 
designate the proper person to whom this amount shall be 
paid in case of his death, and said amount shall be paid to 
that person from funds appropriated for the pay of the Army.’’ 
Act of May 11, 1908 (35 Stat. L., 108). 

The changes incorporated in the enactment above cited by a 
subsequent amendment, which is embodied in the current act 
of appropriation for the support of the Army, are silent in re- 
spect to the designation of beneficiaries. 

It was the evident purpose of Congress to make provisions 
for the widow of a deceased officer or soldier; this is indicated 
by the fact that, in the case of a widow, no designation is 
necessary, and the benefit is paid upon notice of the death of 
the husband. As it was the apparent view of Congress that 
there might be other dependent persons for whom an officer 
or enlisted man might desire to provide, the act authorizes the 
designation of such a dependent as a beneficiary, by restrict- 
ing the designation to ‘‘any other person.’’ 

As the restrictive words occur in two places in the clause 
of legislation above cited, it is the opinion of this office that 
designations should be restricted to persons, and that the des- 
ignation of corporations or other associations of persons 
should not be permitted, as not being warranted by the lan- 
guage used in the statute conferring the benefit.

4. The inspections referred to in paragraph I, General Gr- 
der, No. 197, War Department, 1906, defined.—The inspec- 
tions of which a record will be kept in the emplacement book 
of each battery, as required by paragraph I, General Orders 
No. 197, War Department, Nov. 30, 1906, are limited to those 
inspections that are made under authority higher than that of 
the artillery district commander. 

5. Kinds and prices of clothing in the possession of military 
convicts forwarded to places of confinement, to be properly 
noted on the clothing list-——-When a military convict is for- 
warded to a place of confinement, the officer forwarding him 
will note on the list of clothing referred to in paragraph 946, 
Army Regulations, the particular kinds of clothing and the 
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prices thereof in the possession of the military convict, in 
accordance with the descriptions and prices set forth in the an- 
nual clothing price list. 

6. Oare of saddle blankets.—Saddle blankets, before being 
folded and put in the storeroom after use, will be dried thor- 
oughly. When in constant use they will be washed at least 
once a month and will be folded so that the side next to the 
horse will be changed frequently. 

% The additional pay of a mess sergeant not affected by 
the merging of his organization temporarily into a general 
mess.—The additional pay of a mess sergeant detailed under 
the provisions of paragraph 136514, Army Regulations, as pub- 
lished in General Orders No. 147, War Department, Sept. 11, 
1908, is not considered as affected by the merging of his or- 
ganization temporarily into a general mess.

With a view to carrying out the provisions of the last 
paragraph of Cir. No. 21, W.D., March 30, 1908, the following 
is published for the information and guidance of all concerned : 

1. The commandant of the Coast Artillery School, Fort Mon- 
roe, Va.; will have prepared annually by the school board, and 
forwarded so as to reach the Adjutant General of the Army by 
April 1, a set of examination questions for appointment to each 
of the following grades: 

Master electrician, engineer, electrician sergeant, 1st class; 
master gunner, electrician sergeant, 2d class, and fireman. 

2. Artillery district commanders who have received reports 
under the provisions of Cir. No. 21, W.D., March 30, 1908, 
of men in any coast artillery reserve organization assigned to 
their districts believed to possess qualifications for appointment 
in the foregoing grades, will apply to the Adjutant General of 
the Army in due time for as many sets of questions as are 
needed. The examining boards prescribed by the circular men- 
tioned will be convened to meet on the first Monday in May of 
each year at a convenient place in each Artillery district or 
in its vicinity. One of the officers of the Army and the officer 
of the organized militia detailed as members of the board will 
be required to be present during the entire examination. 

3. Upon completion of the examination, the papers will be 
marked by the local board and submitted to the Artillery dis. 
trict commander. Upon approval of the proceedings of the 
board by the Artillery district commander, he will notify the 
state authorities as to the results of the examination. An 
average mark on the examination of 75 per centum or more 
will be a qualifying mark. Men so qualified will be entitled to 
have this fact noted by the Artillery district commander on 
their state warrants, when such warrants are held at the date 
of the examination, or issued within a period of three years 
from the date of such examination. 

4. When requested by commanding officers of coast artillery 
reserve organizations, Regular officers detailed as instructors 
under the provisions of Cir. No 21, W.D., March 30, 1908, 
will be present at the examinations for establishing eligible lists 
for rated positions prescribed in Par. 997, Coast Artillery 
Drill Regulations, 1909, and will certify on the company records 
as to the standard of the examinations. 

5. Similar action will be taken, when requested, in the case 
of boards convened by the state authorities for the examina- 
tion of guaners. : 

6. Before an enlisted man of any coast artillery reserve or- 
ganization is assigned at a fortification to the independent use 
of any coast artillery instrument, or other article of equipment 
connected with the performance of the duties of any of the 
several positions enumerated or referred to in this circular, it 
must appear to the satisfaction of the Artillery district command- 
er that the man has qualified in the prescribed examinations.

Sir: Referring to my letter of May 26, 1909, in regard to 
the purchase of products of the American Tobacco Company 
and others, I have to advise that the Attorney General holds 
that the laneuage of the order does not forbid the purchase for 
the use of government employees of any goods made by a cor- 
poration adjudicated to be # party to an unlawful trust. but 
merely forbids the making of any contract on behalf of the 
government directly with any such corporation or with any 
agent of the same. The effect of this is that products of any 
of the companies named may be lawfully purchased from 
those who have acquired the title to the same, provided that 
those from whom purchases are made are not middlemen or 

ents of such companies. A .

with the class, which is in charge of Major W. H. John- 
ston, 16th Inf., will be completed about the last of this 
month, and soon thereafter the men will be assigned to 
their future stations, according to the necessities of the 
case, without much regard to the preference of those 
assigned. There are but 59 applications for detail, or 
twelve less than the number of non-commissioned officers 
under instruction from the Cavalry, Field Artillery, In- 
fantry and Engineers.

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ON BEHALF OF THE INFANTRY. 

When the much-talked-of paper by Lieut. Col. R. K. 
Evans, General Staff, U.S.A., on “Infantry Fire in 
Battle,” first appeared in the May Journal of the U.S. 
Infantry Association we read between the lines a plea 
for greater recognition of the importance of the Infantry 








‘arm and a protest against its being relegated to a posi- 


tion after the other branches; but we preferred to wait 
until some representative of the Infantry brought this 
phase of the paper to the front. This has now been 
done by Capt. F. D. Ely, 30th U.S. Inf., who, in the 
July Journal of the Infantry Association, discusses the 
paper of Colonel Evans under this suggestive title, 
“Infantry Fire in Battle—and Infantry.” Captain Ely 
is more specific than the original essayist. Colonel Evans 
left much to inference in deploring the subordinating of 
the Infantry; Captain Ely does not. We can best get 
at the manner in which the two officers discuss the sub- 
ject by quoting from each. 

Colonel Evans said: “In the German army the In- 
fantry is called the ‘Queen of Battles.’ It takes preced- 
ence at all formations and ceremonies. It comes first 
in the army register, and every prince of Prussia is 
formally mustered into the army on his tenth birthday 
as a lieutenant of infantry. The recent war in Man- 
churia is a striking reiteration of the already established 
and universally accepted fact, by all who know history 
and war, that a superior infantry is the one absolutely 
indispensable condition for victory. In that war the 
Japanese had 7.000 poorly mounted cavalry against 
20,000 Russians, and their artillery was inferior in 
material and horses to that of their enemy. Yet, due 
to the superior quality of their infantry, they were vic- 
torious in every battle. It is difficult to imagine a more 
severe, nerve-racking strain for both the individual and 
the organization than that which infantry must endure 
when it becomes their duty to attack an intrenched posi- 
tion in the open. To make superior infantry, which can 
be relied on to do this successfully, requires time, money, 
training and discipline. We sometimes hear it said that 
it requires less time to make an infantryman than a 
cavalryman or an artilleryman. This is a dangerous 
doctrine to preach. We can give a citizen a uniform 
and a rifle in a few moments, but by this transfer of 
property he no more- becomes an infantryman, who can 
he relied upon to successfully carry out an attack in the 
open than did the ass become a real lion by masquerading 
in the skin of the king of beasts. * * * Any proposition 
which makes subordinate to any other consideration the 
numbers, instruction, training and discipline of our 
Infantry is giving, in advance, aid and comfort to the 
next enemy we shall meet in battle. This is no special 
plea in the interest of the Infantry as a corps, or an 
organization, or an institution, but it is a plain, un- 
varnished statement of a condition of vital importance 
to the Army in particular and to the nation in general.” 

It will be noticed that in the words quoted Colonel 
Evans deals in generalities very largely, but, turning to 
the remarks by Captain Ely, we find specific complaint 
made. At page 127 of the Infantry Journal he says: 
“Infantry has been the preponderant arm of every vic- 
torious army known to history. The most military 
nations ‘perfect, exalt and dignify their infantry.’ In the 
United States we find different conditions. Here the 
proportion of Infantry to Cavalry is only two to one, 
whereas modern military standards recognize twice this 
proportion, four to one, as the correct ratio to be main- 
tained in the strength of these arms. In recommending 
graduates of the Military Academy for assignment, the 
Infantry is considered as the lowest and last. The In- 
fantry has no chief directly to represent it and to care 
for its interests and make these known to the War De- 
partment, and, as needs require, to Congress. And, 
finally, the prestige of our Infantry is materially injured 
before our people through the fact that in our Army 
register and our monthly list and directory and in other 
official publications, Infantry organizations and officers 
are preceded by the organizations and officers of every 
other branch of the Service, including the Staff Corps. 
Line prestige demands that the line should immediately 
follow the lists of general officers and the General Staff. 
Infantry prestige demands that it should precede all 
cther arms. 

“In the past it has not infrequently been stated, for 
one -purpose or another, that infantry is the easiest 
branch of the service to raise, train and maintain. 
Anyone making such a statement, if in good faith, is 
without realization of what good infantry is. The attack 
by infantry is the most difficult feature in modern war. 
This country will produce more men capable in every 
line of trade, business and commerce, and more men 
learned in the various professions, than men capable of 
participating in a correct infantry attack. Due to the 
difficulties that oppose the development of infantry, it is 
becoming more and more recognized that a properly 
trained, thoroughly efficient infantry is not only the most 
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important, but the most difficult branch of troops to 
raise, train and maintain.” 

Then Captain Ely goes on to enumerate the reasons 
why this claim may be put forward for the Infantry. 


“ Some of these reasons are: Infantry is the arm of close 


combat; infantry inflicts more than eighty per cent. of 
the losses; infantry training requires greater physical 
effort—more work—than that of other arms; infantry 
must be trained to co-operate with every other branch 
in war; thorough knowledge of the advantages and value 
of terrain is gained only through infantry training; the 
infantry soldier is a complete fighting unit; the 
superiority of infantry lies in the expert use of weapons 
by the largest number of units; infantry is the most 
practical and useful arm of the Service, being readily 
adaptable to situations and conditions impossible for 
other arms; infantry is more easily subsisted and sup- 
plied, mére quickly and more easily sheltered, and within 
a considerable radius it is the most mobile arm. 

It will be noted that Captain Ely does not hesitate 
to allege that the Infantry is suffering from being dis- 
crimjnated against and that it is not occupying the place 
in the official lists of the Army that it is entitled to. 
Doubtless whatever of feeling akin to this existed before 
the Manchurian war has been materially increased by 
the results of that war, which enhanced the value of 
infantry, instead of lessening it, as some had predicted 
in consequence of the increased deadliness of firearms. 
The magnificent work of the Japanese infantry unques- 
tionably has contributed to a higher estimate of that 
arm, which had not added to its prestige in the Boer 
war because of the effectiveness of the mounted Boer 
fighters. 


Now you see it and then you don’t. A few weeks 
ago the numerous composite predators who hold com- 
missions in what is popularly called the Tobacco Trust, 
and in lawyers’ offices the American Tobacco Company, 
trembled with amazement at the ominous order sent out 
from the War Department boycotting the goods of every 
concern embraced’ in this great business corporation. 
No commissary officer of the Army was to buy such 
goods for Army consumption without peril of court- 
martial. Hardly had the ink dried on this awful mandate 
before another was conceived in the administrative 
penetralia of the Establishment, and forthcoming is 
Circular No. 9 from the office of the Commissary General 
carrying out the orders of the Secretary of War. This 
order advises commissary officers that the Attorney 
General holds that the language of the “‘boycotting” order 
by the Secretary of War does not forbid the purchase 
for use of government employees of any goods made by 
a corporation adjudicated to be an unlawful trust, but 
merely forbids making a contract with the trust for 
such goods. Therefore, commissary officers are to be 
permitted to buy unlawfully trust-made goods just as 
usual; only they must buy, not by contract with the 
trust, but from third parties who have acted as go- 
betweens and who themselves may have bought of the 
trust. In the purchase of clothing for the Army it is 
the avowed policy of the Secretary of War to buy no 
more of converters or middlemen, but directly from 
producers. In the Commissary General’s Department it 
is now to be just the reverse as to purchases of tobacco. 
Furthermore, the War Department now in effect says to 
its commissary officers that they must seek out others 
to rake unlawfully trust-made goods out of the fire of 
illegality for them. A few months back it was the 
fashion in governmental precincts to call a spade a spade. 
Now things are very like something else. 





It is denied by both Acting Secretary Winthrop and 
by General Elliott, commanding the U.S.M.C., that there 
is any intention to remove Col. Charles A. Doyen, com- 
manding the Marine Corps Barracks at Annapolis, from 
that post because of facts brought out by the Sutton 
inquiry. It is believed, however, on good authority that 
Colonel Doyen will himself be asked to be relieved and 
will seek assignment to other duty. Mr. Henry E. 
Davis, who is attorney for Mrs. Sutton in the recent 
inquiry at Annapolis, issued a long statement Aug. 20, 
bitterly reviewing the findings of the court and setting 
forth reasons for further official action in the case. 
Among Navy and Marine Corps officers there is much 
criticism of the conduct of the young officers who were 
brought before the public in an unenviable light in con- 
nection with the death of Lieutenant Sutton, and by some 
it is demanded that there should be trials of certain 
officers responsible for the conduct of those who engaged 
in the imbroglio. It is stated at the Navy Department, 
however, that there is no present intention of ordering 
a court-martial in any case growing out of the affair. 
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Surgeon General Torney has secured unusually prompt 
action from the War Department upon a suggestion he 
made with reference to an improvement in the system 
of discharging enlisted men of the Army on surgeon’s 
certificate of disability. His letter suggesting the change 
is dated July 14, 1909, and the General Order No. 174, 
putting his recommendations into effect, is dated Aug. 
12. It is seldom that so important a reform is accom- 
plished thus easily, but the reasons for it given in the 
letter of General Torney, which appears on page 
1445 in connection with the order, are so con- 
vincing that it is easy to see why his plan was adopted 
without delay. The late Colonel Vollum, of the Medical 
Department of the Army, used to tell a story of even 
greater promptness in carrying out the recommendations 
of a medical officer, this in the case of General Grant, 


When Grant was laying siege to Vicksburg complaint 
was made that his troops were suffering from a neglect 
of proper sanitary and medical precautions. Vollum 
was sent to investigate. Grant received him cordially 
and put at his disposal every facility for investigation. 
When the doctor had completed his work he called upon 
the General to take his leave, telling him that he would 
receive his report in due time through the accustomed 
channels. “Sit down, doctor,” replied Grant, “and tell 
me what you have found that requires correcting.” 
When Colonel Vollum’s narrative was completed, General 
Grant, without commenting upon it, reached for a writ- 
ing pad and wrote an order covering the medical report, 
and directed that it be issued immediately, so that by 
the succeeding day Colonel Vollum’s recommendations 
were put in force in the Army of Vicksburg. Colonel 
Vollum stated that the order presented in the clearest 
language and the most positive form the recommendations 
he had made.

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The General Order designating regiments and organi- 
zations that are to be sent to foreign service during the 
coming year is now well on toward completion, but it 
will not be made public for some time to come. Last 
year this order was announced on Dec. 29; the year be- 
fore it came out Dec. 31: in 1906 it was promulgated 
Sept. 10. It is not unlikely that the forthcoming order 
will appear in September. A new policy as to the as- 
signment of stations is to be entered on this year, and 
it will be a gratifying one, probably, to the entire Service. 
It is proposed to send regiments that were scattered 
through several posts on their last tour in the Philip- 
pines to some regimental post, in order to bring the 
regiment together again for a period. The same method 
will be followed to some extent on the return of regi- 
ments from the Islands to the United States. With this 
information, which we are glad to hand out to the troops 
now in the Islands and to those who are to go there the 
coming year, it will not be very difficult to figure out 
something like a guess as to where certain regiments 
are going. The Infantry regiments that are likely to go 
in 1910 are the 6th, 19th and 9th. The Infantry regi- 
ments to return from the Islands are the 14th, 23d and 
the 4th. The 2d Cavalry is scheduled to go to the Isl- 
ands in January, and may possibly go on the transport 
to sail Dec. 5, but no other Cavalry regiments are to go 
in 1910. As some Infantry regiment is to be selected to 
go to Alaska, it is not safe to say positively that the 6th, 
19th and 9th will go to the Philippines. Some one of 
them may be the regiment to go to Alaska. As the 22d 
Infantry is to go to Fort Sam Houston, there is some 
expectation that it may be the 9th Infantry that will go 
to Alaska, but all this is at this time purely speculation. 
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Coast Artillery Memorandum No. 6, War Department, 
Washington, Aug. 5, 1909, publishes instructions with 
reference to the preparation for and conduct of seacoast 
artillery target practice. Post commanders will be held 
responsible that all Coast Artillery officers of their com- 
mands are proficient in the subject-matter of this 
memorandum. Prefacing the instructions, the memoran- 
dum says, in part: “The value of a seacoast battery in 
action is measured by the accuracy and rapidity of its 
fire. We must be able to hit the.enemy more rapitly 
than he can hit us, and we should disable his ships or 
put them out of action in the shortest possible time. 
In a run-by, for example, ships moving at the rate of 17 
knots an hour would be under the fire of our guns only 
fifteen or twenty minutes. The necessity of changing 
from one target to another reduces the time of actual 
firing, so that it is highly important to hit quickly to 
begin with, and to continue hitting rapidly until the 
action is decided. Hits per gun per minute may, there- 
fore, be considered the unit of measure of battery effi- 
ciency, and the factors which determine hits per gun per 
minute are accuracy and speed. Accuracy and speed 
being the requisite for battery. efficiency, we must set 
about to attain them in proper order—first accuracy, then 
speed. Coast Artillery development has been so rapid 
since modern guns and carriages have been in use that 
we have not had time to take up the problem of gun fire 
with the care which it merits; speed has in a great 
many cases preceded accuracy. Many of the numerous 
details which require attention in practice have been 
overlooked. Recently, however, individual officers have 
been going into the problem more, and the next few 
years should see great improvement in gunnery.” 





An interesting decision is to be made within the next 
few days by the Secretary of War in regard to the appli- 
eation of the new tariff legislation in the matter of im- 
ported beef bought for the use of the Army in the 
Philippines. The new tariff act imposes a duty of one 
dollar per two hundred kilograms on beef and all manu- 
factures of food from it. This is equivalent to about 
four-tenths of a cent per pound. As all the fresh beef 
now furnished the Army comes from Australia, and for 
the future, in view of the slight duty that has been put 
on it, will still come from there, rather than from the 
United States, the new tax will simply have to be paid 
by the contractor. It would seem very unfair for the 
government to place this tax on beef that is being fur- 
nished under existing contracts, and doubtless the 
government will in some way that is just and fair take 
care of this. But under new contracts the tax will be 
added to the price of beef furnished the Army in the 
Islands, and the contractor will pay it. The tax is not 
likely to have much effect on canned beef or food prod- 


ucts made from beef and shipped to the Islands from the 
United States. These go in free as before, and as there 
is little competition from other sources of supply the 
trade will not be changed materially. 

Reviving a former convenience, a special permanent 
board of medical officers has this week been named to 
meet from time to time in Washington to examine can- 
didates for appointment in the Army Medical Corps. 
The board consists of Major Francis A. Winter, Major 
Carl R. Darnall and Capt. Henry F. Pipes. The Navy 
has had such a board for many years, and the Army 
formerly had one. This board will sit only in Washing- 
ton, and its work will not interfere with that of the 
various other boards appointed to conduct examinations 
at various posts throughout the country. The Washing- 
ton board has now three applicants to come before it, 
and its first meeting will be held Sept. 7. The papers 
in the examination held the second week in July for 
appointment of first lieutenants in the Medical Corps 
are still in the hands of the board at the Army Medical 
College. It is not unlikely that the task of reading and 
marking them will he completed within the next few 
days and that the announcement of the successful candi- 
dates will be made within the next fortnight.

The members of the class graduating from the Military 
Academy this year having chosen their various arms 
of the Service, and’ their assignments to organizations 
having been made, the eight enlisted men who passed 
successfully the examination at Fort Leavenworth last 
spring have been commissioned and assigned this week. 
Two of them stood so well that they have been placed 
in the Cavalry. These are John F. C. Tillson, formerly 
battalion sergeant major 4th Infantry, and Paul C. 
Raborg, private, Troop H, 15th Cay., the former going 
to the 14th Cavalry and the latter to the 9th Cavalry. 
Two are assigned to the Field Artillery, Lucien H.

The Brownsville court is still struggling with the sev- 
eral hundred thousand words of the record of the investi- 
gation before the Senate Military Committee two years 
ago.

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DISMISSALS FOR HAZING. 


The trials for hazing at the Military Academy, to 
which we have heretofore alluded, have resulted in the 
dismissal of the following cadets by order of the Presi- 
dent: 

John H. Booker, jr., of West Point, Ga., first class. 

Richard W. Hocker, Kansas City, Mo., third class. 

Earle W. Dunmore, Utica, N.Y., third class. — 

Chauncey C. DeVore, Wheeling, West Va., third class. 

Gordon Lefebvre, Richmond, Va., third class. 

Albert E. Crane, Hawarden, Iowa, third class. 

Jacob S. Fortner, Dothan, Ala., third class. 

The dismissal was announced at the parade at noon, 
Aug. 19, the Adjutant reading the order. 

The victim of the hazers was Cadet Sutton, brother 
of Lieutenant Sutton, of the Marine Corps, whose death 
has just been inquired into by a naval court at Annapo- 
lis. On the night of the hazing for which the cadets 
have been dismissed. Cadet Sutton was a sentry on a 
lonely post when a number of third classmen, dressed in 
white sheets, suddenly ran out of the woods and attacked 
him with tent poles. Sutton, who is an athlete, was on 
the alert, and succeeded in capturing two of his assail- 
ants, but ke was disabled by a blow from a tent pole 
after he had beaten off three attacks. He was injured 
so seriously that he was three weeks in the hospital. 
In his testimony before the court, Sutton testified that 
he was not able to identify any of his sheeted. antag- 
onists. The board, whose report led to the dismissal of 
the cadets, was presided over by Lieutenant Colonel 
Sibley, with Capt. Oscar J. Charles, of the 17th Infan- 
try, and Capt. M. F. Smith, of the 20th Infantry, as 
members. It was ia session almost daily for over a 
month. Its report was presented to Colonel Scott sev- 
eral times, and sent back by him for the elucidation of 
certain points and for further investigation. 

The action of the President in this case indicates that, 
unlike his predecessor in office, he proposes to fully sup- 
port the Superintendent of the Military Academy in en- 
forcing the law against hazing. which Congress has seen 
fit to enact. It is a harsh law and should be repealed, or 
so modified as to give the Academy authorities greater 
discretion in the matter. As it is there is no way but to 
act upon the theory of General Grant, that the best way 
to secure the repeal of an obnoxious law is to enforce it. 
The Academy authorities have now no discretion, as the 
law is imperative. 

“I am very, very sorry for those boys,” said Mrs. 
Rosa B. Sutton, the mother of the young cadet on whose 
account the dismissals occurred, when informed of the 
President’s action. “I look upon the affair as a boyish 
prank, and don’t see why the seven cadets should have 
been dismissed. For my part, I never asked that any- 
thing be done to them. The letters I receive from my 
son are to the effect that he is getting along splendidly. 
He does not appear to be in the least unhappy.”

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Commedore I. FI. Mahan, U.S.N., retired, appealed 
from the disallowance by the auditor of his claim for 
reimbursement for services rendered by a _ medical 
specialist for treatment when he was captain of the 
navy yard, Puget Sound, in March, 1908. Surg. Charles 
P. Bagg, U.S.N., in command of the hospital, said he 
could not properly diagnose the case on account of the 
lack of proper instruments, and asked the patient whether 
he could cali in a medical expert. Patient agreed to this 
provided the government would be responsible for the 
expenses of the expert, though if the Department dis- 
allowed the claim he would see the expert was paid. 
Surgeon Bagg reported to the department that the expert 
was obtained with the understanding that the patient 
would pay the expenses. The expert says he was informed 
on his arrival at the hospital that the Department would 
stand the expense. Asst. Comptroller Mitchell decides 
that under the Navy Regulations, 1905, Article 1254, 
treatment by a specialist must be by authority of the 
Surgeon General, and the disallowance is sustained. 

A decision of the Comptroller’s office was rendered 
June 23, 1909, to the effect that there ss no authority 
of Jaw for the payment for mounts to a mounted officer 
below the grade of major when his mount or mounts are 
at a place or station other than the one at which the 
officer is serving, except in the case of a temporary absence. 
This decision was held in abeyance at the personal request 
of the Chief of Staff, who said it was the purpose of the 
Department to endeavor to obtain from ngress addi- 
tional legislation on the question at issue at the session 
just closed. A reconsideration was asked for by the 
Department, but the Comptroller’s office, on review, sees 
no reason to change it. The Assistant Comptroller says: 
“My understanding of the law is that the additional pay 
for mount or mounts and the cost of the maintenance of 
the same are allowed because such mounts are used in 
the military Service of the U.S. in connection with 
the official duties of the officer to whom they belong. 
If the mounts are not kept by the officer where he is 
on duty and used by him in the performance of his official 
duties in the miliiary Service, it is difficult to understand 
what benefit accrues to the U.S. therefrom and what 
consideration there is for the payment of the additional 
pay and cost of maintenance. I do not think the law 
contemplates furnishing a public mount and at the same 
time paying for a private mount.” As to the suggestion 
of the Department that officers ordered to the Philippines 
may be compelled to sell their horses at a sacrifice if 
they are not allowed the pay and maintenance for the 
same while they are away, Mr. Mitchell says: “This 
may or may not be the case. If the horse is a suitable 
mount in all respects it is not apparent why it may not 
bring as much as, or more than, the original cost to the 
officer.” Attention is called to the fact that the Act of 
May 11 does not compel officers of the Army to procure 
their own mounts. 

The Assistant Comptroller decides that a paymaster’s 
clerk is not entitled to pay for time while traveling to 
his home after the expiration of the time allowed for 
settling accounts. 

The Assistant Comptroller holds that officers of the 
Marine Corps are entitled to have their mounts treated 
ty veterinary surgeons at the expense of the U.S. Whe 
question was decided on bills of a_yeterinarian at Ports- 
mouth, N.H., for the horses of Major Henry Leonard 
and Col. Henry Hi. K. White, U.S.M.C. 

Assistant Comptroller Mitchell decides that an enlisted 
man of the Army on the retired list is not entitled to 
pay and allowance as a retired enlisted man while serv- 
ing in the Volunteers. 

Former Assist. Surg. James F. Hall, U.S.A., Med. 
Corps, was ordered to attend a private soldier, who was 
on duty as a telegraph repairman. He was paid mileage 
$12.10, hut claimed actual traveling expenses. The 
auditor disallowed the claim. The Assistant Comptroller 





holds that as he was ordered to attend a sick soldier on 
duty with the telegraph line he is entitled to the amount 
claimed, $74.90. 


DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS. 


Lieut. Cor. E. M. Weaver, U.S.A., Carer or DIVISION. 

The Spanish campaign badge will be issued to enlisted 
men, including those on the retired list, who were in the 
military Service of the United States on Jan. 11, 1905, 
or any time thereafter, for service on the high seas en 
route to, or ashore in Cuba between May 11, 1898, and 
July 17, 1898; Porto Rico between July 24, 1898, and 


Aug. 16, 1898. Any person who served in the Volunteer 
Service at the places and dates named, and is now in 
the Organized Militia, can, under the provisions of Cir- 
cular 10, D.M.A., 1908, be issued the campaign badge. 

Upon inquiry from the Adjutant General of a state 
as to the proper designation of two light batteries of 
Field Artillery where the military code of that state does 
not provide for either a regimental or battalion organi- 
zation, it was suggested that the designations “Battery.” 
“Field Artillery” and “Battery B, Field Artillery” would 
be appropriate. 

The provision in the Urgent Deficiency Appropriation 
Act, authorizing to credit in the accounts of N.G. dis- 
bursing officers such amounts disallowed in their ac- 
counts for payments heretofore made by them on ac- 
count of the participation of the Organized Militia in 
the encampments, maneuvers and field instruction of 
the Regular Army, authorizes only payments heretofore 
made, therefore further payments from funds appropri- 
ated in connection with the participation of the militia 
in joint camps of instruction cannot be allowed by the 
accounting officers of the Tresaury. 

Officers and enlisted men, while engaged in field serv- 
ice under orders of the governor of a state or territory, 
are entitled to pay from the date on which they depart 
from their home rendezvous until the date of their return 
thereto, inclusive, which covers all the time necessarily 
occupied in arriving at the place at which the field serv- 
ice is held, and not for any additional days which are 
intended to be devoted to some other purpose. 

The enlisted members of a N.G. rifle team in the Na- 
tional Match at Camp Perry are entitled to $1.50 ner 
day for subsistence for the number of days necessarily 
occupied in travel. For the period of participation the 
ee is provided for by the Army Appropriation 

ct. 

The Auditor for the War Department has disapproved 
the pay roll of a disbursing officer of the Organized Mili- 
tia, for the reason that the signatures on the roll were 
in pencil instead of in ink. 

The Department holds that medical attendance for 
N.G. troops participating in camps of instruction should 
be supplied by the medical officers of the militia, and if 
there is no militia officer in attendance on the troops, the 
matter is one to be adjusted by the state. 

In connection with the movement of troops of the 
Organized Militia, participating in field service held in 
conjunction with the Regular Army, a layover of eleven 
hours was made as a part of the prearranged plan of the 
state authorities, for the purpose of demonstrating the 
trustworthiness of both officers and men in detraining 
and entraining in a city without loss or confusion. For 
the layover of the cars ordered by state officials, the bill 
should be paid from funds appropriated by the state. 

The accounting officers of the Treasury are holding 
that the pay period of members of the militia who do not 
actually proceed to encampment with their organizations 
commences only from the date of arrival at the place of 
encampment. 

An officer on the retired list of the Army, detailed for 
duty with the Organized Militia, requested that an order 
be issued placing him on mounted duty, because his duty 
with the militia made it necessary that he should keep 
two horses. The officer did not belong to any of the 
classes named in par. 1291, Army Regulations, as re- 
quired to be mounted; but the War Department held 
that the proper performance of his duty requires an offi- 
cer detailed with the Organized Militia to be mounted 
and that this general view should be taken by the De- 
partment, and favorable consideration given to this and 
similar cases as they arise. 

The Department has informed a militia officer, in re~ 
sponse to his request that nothing has been found which 
serves better for russet leather marching shoes than 
Neatsfoot oil, and that it is the only oil used for shoes 
by the Quartermaster’s Department. 

The Naval Militia not being a land force, within the 
meaning of the Act of May 27, 1908, its members are not 
entitled to campaign badges, 


WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 


The Field Artillery Board points out inconsistency be- 
tween pars. 4 and 5, G.O. 142, 1909, former prescribing 
20 rounds and latter 24, and expresses opinion that 24 
is preferable, as that number is an equal multiple of 6 
and would permit all chambers of revolver to be loaded. 
Held that 20 was decided upon after due consideration, 
the policy being to keep the chamber opposite hammer 
empty, and an order will be issued definitely prescribing 
that number. 

In answer to questions asked by commanding officer 
of an organization, on certain points relating to target 
practice, he is informed: 

(a) That record practice of an officer who qualified as 
an expert in 1908 is limited to expert test in 1908. 

(b) That firing when men are engaged in or about to 
engage in record practice is a violation of par. 93, S.A.

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(c) That officers or men who failed to make marks- 
man, and who fired during record practice for purpose 
of obtaining and imparting information to men about to 
fire record practice are guilty of violation of par. 93, 
S.A.F.R.

CONCLUSION OF THE SUTTON INQUIRY. 


We completed last week the publication of the testi- 
mony before the Sutton Court of Inquiry. This was 
followed by the speeches of the lawyers, opening with 
that of Mr. Davis, counsel for the Suttons. He accused 
Sergeant De Hart of perjury, and declared that the story 
told by Lieutenant Adams was an invention, concocted 
simply to suit the exigencies of the case. “The man 
who tock that revolver is,’ he said, “in a grave deeper 
than that holding Sutton.” The fact that all of those 
present jumped to tell that Sutton commited suicide 
was evidence that the whole thing was prearranged, and 
that the ‘act of suicide must be proved conclusively.” 
He declared that Mr. Adams’s story of how Sutton turned 
his head when the shot that killed him was fired is most 
remarkable. ‘He never said that before,” and the 
speaker spoke with great emphasis, “because it never 
took place.” Mr. Davis criticised the composition of the 
criginal board of inquest, of which the recorder was 
Lieut. E. S. Willing, but for whose dereliction, Mr. 
Davis said, Lieutenant Sutton might still be alive. That 
board acted with indecent haste, with no notice to Lieu- 
tenant Sutton’s family, placing upon him the brand of 
suicide, thus denying him Christian burial according to 
the family faith and consigning him to an unconsecrated 
grave, stripping his parents of hope of a reunion with 
him in the hereafter and condemning him, as they were 
compelled to believe, to eternal punishment. Sutton, he 
said, was hated. He was peculiarly and sinfully hated by 
Lieutenant Adams, and cordially hated by Utley. Officers 
were warned that they must not be friends of Sutton; if 
so they would lose their friendship with others. He 
declared it not his place to point out the hand that did 
kill Sutton, that function belonging to the court, but 
simply to show he did not kill himself. 

The address of Mr. Davis occupied about two hours, 
and that of Mr. Birney, counsel for Lieutenant Adams, 
which followed, about one hour, Mr. Birney made a severe 
attack upon both Mrs. Sutton and her daughter for 
“their improper and utterly unsupported accusations 
brought against the young officers.” He condemned Mr. 
Davis for his open charges against the officers and 
ridiculed the idea that so much stress should be laid 
upon the “conflicting” testimony in view of such a long 
lapse of time. He compared the honor of an officer to 
the honor of a woman. He said the charges were based 
entirely on the “frantic ravings of a woman,” who has 
pursued his client and his associates with malevolent 
hatred, not with evidences of maternal sorrow as in- 
spiring her. The evidence of crime in this case rested 
entirely upon Mrs. Sutton’s “‘preternatural vision” and 
upon the tlimsy evidence of Dr. Schaeffer, which haa 
heen so strongly disproved as to give it weight only in 
the mind of an imbecile. We declared Mr. Davis had 
ignored the evidence of all the higher officers and would 
accept only that of non-commissioned officers, enlisted 
men and civilians. Branding Sutton as a rank coward, 
Mr. Birney strongly praised Lieutenant Adams for his 
bravery when, as he had testified, Lieutenant Sutton 
fired upon him. “I am glad,” said Mr. Birney, “that I 
had the opportunity of coming in contact with these fine 
young men: glad also to be in a case of this kind, in 
defending the name and character of these officers, who 
are to defend the honor of their country.” 

Major Leonard spoke briefly, protesting against the 
charge made by the Suttons’s attorney that his clients 
had not been treated with proper courtesy when they 
went to Annapolis. “I came,’ said Major Leonard, “to 
the aid of the complainants and defendants as well, and 
as the representative of the government did all in my 
power to bring out every bit of evidence possible. And 
i acquit the complainants of not coming to me with 
every bit of evidence they had. The onus for that must 
rest upon their counsel. But I must add that the de- 
fendants, although I sometimes appeared in the light of 
prosecutor, brought to me all the facts they could gather. 
On the other hand, Mr. Davis never once opened his 
mouth to me about his witnesses. Another matter. I 
have been openly charged with badgering enlisted men 
of the Marine Corps on the stand. but 1 cannot let go 
by unnoticed the attack made by Mr. Davis on Sergeant 
Te Hart. This man must go forth defenseless, with the 
charge of perjury against him sent broadcast throughout 
the country. And yet there has not been one word to 
impeach the testimony of Sergeant De Hart. As an officer 
and a man I must protest against this. I never saw 
De Hart until I came to assist in this inquiry, but my 
sense of fairness prevents me from standing by and 
saying nothing in the face of such an attack upon him.” 

The New York Times says: “The young officers ac- 
cused feel that they have been subjected to unjust treat- 
ment, and it is not at all improbable that they will 
proceed in the courts against Mrs. Sutton. The Marine 
Corps authorities would not object fo such a course.” 

A Baltimore press despatch of Aug. 19 states, how- 
ever, that immediately following the adjournment of the 
Sutton court the officers concerned in the affair held a 
meeting, at which Arthur Birney, of Washington, coun- 
sel for Lieutenant Adams, was present. After consider- 
ing what action to pursue, it was decided not to bring 
any suit against the Suttons. 

FINDINGS OF SUTTON COURT. 
The findings of the Court were published on Thursday 


and are as follows: 





Annapolis, Md., Aug. 16, 1909. 
The inquiry having been finished, the parties to the inquiry 
having withdrawn, and the court having granted the request 
of the judge advocate to exclude him from the deliberations 
of the court in formulating its findings, opinion and recom- 
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mendations, met at eleven a.m. this date in closed session, 
present only the members of the court, for the consideration 
of the evidence adduced and the formulation of its findings, 
opinion and recommendations, as required by the precept. 

After due consideration of the testimony, in the taking of 
which the widest latitude was allowed to all parties concerned, 
with the object of bringing out every possible bit of testimony 
or fact that might in any way bear on the subject matter under 
inquiry, and after carefully weighing all the evidence, which 
as might be expected after the lapse of time, and in view o 
the excitement under which the principal witnesses were 
laboring at the time of the occurrence of the matter under 
inquiry, is peculiarly mixed and contradictory in details, 
the court finds certain facts standing out, clearly, distinctly 
and beyond dispute or cavil, and does so report. Accord- 
ingly, at two p.m., the judge advocate was called before the 
court and directed to record, viz.: 


Facts. 

First. That a quarrel took place in which filthy language, 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, was used by 2d Lieu- 
tenant Sutton toward 2d Lieutenant Adams in the presence of 
their senior, Lieutenant Utley, about one a.m., Oct. 13, 1907; 
that Lieutenants Utley and Ostermann intervened and pre- 
vented a fight. 

Second. That because of this interference a fight took place 
immediately afterward between Lieutenants Ostermann and 
Sutton, in which Lieutenant Sutton was the aggressor, calling 
Ostermann a vile name and striking Ostermann a blow from 
behind. 

Third. That Lieutenant Sutton was then ordered under ar- 
rest by his senior officer, Lieutenant Utley; failed to obey 
such order, ran away to his (Sutton’s) tent, threatening to 
shoot all present, and armed himself with two .38-caliber re- 
p> a one a Smith and Wesson commercial and one a Service 

olt. 

Fourth. That Lieutenant Sutton, having possessed himself 
of two revolvers, ran amuck, threatening all who came in 
sight, after first defying his senior officer, Lieutenant Utley, 
and the officer of the guard, Lieutenant Bevan, who had also 
ordered him under arrest. 

Fifth. That Lieutenants Utley and Roelker and Sergeant 
De Hart followed Lieutenant Sutton from the camp after his 
breach of arrest and came on him in the road leading from 
the barracks to the Naval Academy grounds, near the scene 
of the previous fight, and Lieutenant Utley and Sergeant De 
Hart tried to persuade him, Sutton, to disarm. 

Sixth.—That Lieutenant Sutton broke away on hearing per- 
sons approach from the direction of the barracks and ran 
in that direction, and while being chased by Lieutenants Utley 
and Roelker met Lieutenant Adams and opened fire on him; 
in the general scrimmage that followed shot Roelker in the 
breast and Adams in the hand, and when finally overpowered 
and thrown to the ground by Adams was killed by a revolver 
shot, from a Service Colt revolver, held in his own right hand, 
gaa by himself, without the intervention of any other 

and, 
Opinions. 

First. That Lieutenant Utley failed to do his duty as senior 
officer present, under Article 266, U.S. Navy Regulations, 
1909, in permitting Lieutenant Sutton to run away and arm 
himself, instead of calling on those present for assistance and 
following Liéutenant Sutton, preventing his arming himself, by 
force if necessary, and turning him over to the custody of 
the officer of the day. 

Second. That Lieutenant Bevan, officer of the guard, failed 
in his duty as officer of the guard in not disarming Lieutenant 
Sutton by force while in front of his (Sutton’s) tent. 

Third. That Lieutenant Willing, the officer of the day, 
failed in his duty as officer of the day in not immediately 
assisting by force in helping to disarm Lieutenant Sutton 
when he arrived on the scene before the fatal shot was fired. 

Fourth. That no possible charge of criminality lies against 
any of the participants in the fray except Lieutenant Suttort 
himself, and that Lieutenant Sutton is directly and solely re- 
sponsible for his own death, which was self-inflicted, either 
intentionally or in an effort to shoot one of the persons re- 
straining him, and his death was not caused by any other in- 
jury whatever. 

Fifth. That the charges of wilful murder and conspiracy 
to conceal it made by the complainant, Mrs. Sutton, mother of 
Lieutenant Sutton, are purely imaginary and unsupported by 
even a shadow of evidence, truth or reason. 

Recommendations. 

In view of the youth and decided inexperience of Lieuten- 
ants Utley, Willing and Bevan at the time, and of the alto- 
gether unusual conditions of excitement, threats and danger 
during the aforementioned fray, it is recommended that no 
further proceedings be taken.

Minority Report. 

Minority report of Comdr. John Hood, U.S.N., president: 

First. The undersigned concurs in the above and in ad- 
dition is of opinion that Lieutenants Utley, Adams, Oster- 
mann, Willing and Bevan showed a deplorable lack of. knowl- 
edge of their duties and obligations as officers holding commis- 
sions in the Marine Corps; and the testimony concerning the 
whole deplorable affair indicates a state of discipline then ex- 
isting in the Marine School of Application discreditable to the 
Service, and argues strongly against the practice of commis- 
sioning and putting into positions of responsibility young 
men without proper previous training. 

Second. It is further the opinion of the undersigned that 
Lieutenants Willing, Bevan and Utley should have been 
brought to trial at the time for neglect of duty, and Lieuten- 
ants Adams and Ostermann should have received milder pun- 
ishments for engaging in a brawl unbecoming officers and gen- 
tlemen; and he concurs in the recommendation that no further 
proceedings be taken at this time, only because of their youth 
and inexperience at that time, and because of their being, in 
a sense, the victims of a system for which they themselves 
were not responsible.

The above recommendations of the judge advocate general 
are approved. 

By its concurrence in the opinion of the court and of that 
expressed in the minority report the department indicates its 
thorough disapproval of the lax state of discipline shown by 
the evidence to have existed at the Marine Schoo! of Applica- 
tion prior to and at the time of the death of Lieutenant 
Sutton. 

The results of this laxity have brought serious discredit 
not only on the officers directly responsible for the efficiency 
of the institution, but unfortunately on the Marine Corps as a 
whole.

The findings of the court of inquiry in the Sutton case 
are a logical deduction from the evidence presented and 
the court have gone straight to their conclusions without 
allowing themselves to be disturbed by the chicanery of 
lawyers or the abuse indulged in by plaintiff's coun- 
sel, in accordance with the view held in legal circles 
as to the proper course of proceeding when you have 
a bad case. The Judge Advocate of the court, Ma- 
jor Leonard, has acquitted himself with credit, and 
ean afford to accept philosophically the abuse and 
misrepresentation to which he has been subjected in his 
successful endeavor to present to the court all the evi- 
dence obtainable. What is said in the findings of the 
court and the supplementary remarks of Commander 
Hood, on the discipline of the Marine Corps is perhaps 
sufficient for the present. The newspapers report that an 
unsuccessful attempt was made to get the matter before 
the U.S. Grand Jury for the District of Maryland, and 
that an attempt will be made to secure an investigation 
by Congress. 


THE NATIONAL MATCHES. 


The National Matches commence at Camp Perry, O., 
Aug. 28, with Lieut. Col. R. K. Evans, 5th U.S. Inf., as 
executive officer. The teams present represent the United 
States Infantry and Cavalry, Navy and Marine Corps and 
Naval Academy, and the National Guard of the states 
and territories. They are divided into three classes on 
the basis of their standing in the match last year as fol- 
low: Class A—IU.S. Infantry, U.S. Navy, U.S. Cavalry, 
U.S. Marine Corps, Wisconsin, Massachusetts, U.S. Naval 
Academy, Pennsylvania, District of Columbia, Washing- 
ton, Illinois, lowa, Oregon, Maine and Ohio; Class B— 
Oklahoma, New Hampshire, Colorado, California, New 
York, Maryland, New Jersey, Minnesota, Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Hawaii, Indiana, Michigan, West Virginia and 
Kentucky: Class C—Wyoming, Connecticut, Georgia, 
Rhode Island, Arizona, Alabama, South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Nebraska, Delaware, North Dakota, Texas, Vermont, 
Virginia, Arkansas, New Mexico, Utah, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and North Carolina. 

For Class A the first prize is the National Trophy given 
by Congress with $450 cash; second prize, $350; third, 
$300; fourth, $250. For Class B the first prize is the 
famous Hilton 'Trophy, with $350 cash; second, $250 
eash; third, $225, and fourth, $200. Class C has the 
Soldier of Marathon for its trophy and $200 cash, with 
additional prizes of $200, $175 and $150. Hach member 
of a team winning a trophy will receive an appropriate 
medal. No team is eligible to win a prize in the class 
helow it, but can win the prize in any class above it. 
lf a team in Class B or C makes a score entitling it to 
a prize in a higher class, it must take that prize. The 
Ganeteation for 1910 will depend on the results in this 
match, 

Wednesday, Aug. 25, the National Individual Match will 
be shot, with about 600 entries. There are thirty-nine 
medals in this match, each accompanied by a cash prize, 
and there is no entry fee, as Congress furnished the prize 
money. 

The National Revolver Match will be shot immediately 
after the National Individual Rifle Match. It carries 
seven gold medals, four silver medals and twelve bronze 
medals, with twenty-three cash prizes. 


CAMP PERRY SHOOTING OONTESTS. 

In the matches of the Ohio Rifle Association, which began 
at Camp Perry, O., Aug. 14, with the Hall Match at 600 yards, 
exceptionally high scoring characterized the work of the com- 
petitors. Capt. James E. Fechét, 9th U.S. Cav., won by seven- 
teen bulls. ‘ 

The world’s 200-yard rifle record was broken during the day 
by Pvt. A. J. Boarman, of the U.S. Marine Corps-team, Boar- 
man scored 98 in two strings of 49 each. 

Marksmen of the U.S. Marine Corps carried off the honors 
in the Catrow Match on Aug. 16, and one of their members, 
Sergt. J. H. Hingle, broke the world’s record. for seven shots 
at 800, 900 and 1,000 yards by scoring 105 points out of 
a possible 105. Hingle made a perfect score at each range. 
The Marines won not only the $500 cup given by Col. H. C. 
Catrow, of the 3d Ohio, but also second and third cash prizes 
—$25 and $20. Corpl. W. A. Fragner and Pvt. George Farn- 
ham each scored 103. Still another marine, Capt. 
Lyman, got eighth prize. The scores of the winners follow:

In the Peters Match, an 
individual skirmish contest, Pvt. E. J./ Burns, of the 6th 
Massachusetts, and Lieut. C. M. Gale, of Illinois, each made 
a perfect score. For third place Lieut. Townsend Whelen 
and Midsn. A. Denny, of the Navy team, tied at 99. There 
were ten prizes. 

The Dupont Individual Tyro Match, open to those who have 
never won a first, second or third prize in the individual 
matches of the National Rifle Association, or who have never 
been on a winning team in a national match, was won by 
Pvt. T. E. Worsham, U.S.M.C., with 27 bull’s-eyes. The 
Department of the Lakes Rifle Association Individual Skirmish 
Match for contestants from Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan and Wisconsin was won by Lieut. G. Van Auken, of 
the 8d Indiana, who scored 98. 

The Herrick Cup Match for teams of eight men, fifteen 
shots per man at 800, 900 and 1,000 yards, was won by the 
Massachusetts rifle team, with 1,700 points, on Aug. 18, which 
defeated thirty-seven teams and broke the record in the match. 
The team also came within twelve points of duplicating the 
world’s record at 800, 900 and 1,000 yards, made by the 
American team in the 1907 Palma Match at Ottawa.

6,000,000 acres of arid land and provide homes for 
120,000 families, giving to each fifty acres of land.

We are too much of a shining mark to go about 
unprotected. The cost of our warships is the price we 
pay for security. The battleships are not an investment. 
Only pirates and highwaymen look for profit on money 
expended for fighting ships and firearms. The money 


we have expended on our fleet seems a waste, but it is 
the price we pay for the conditions in which we 1 
But waste is not only national, it is individual as well. 
Just think of what could be done with the money we 
spend on theaters, on jewelry, on all manner of t 

that are not essential. Does the man who spends $0) 
for a suit of clothing stop to think that he could get an 
outfit for $15 and to consider what the $35 would do 
for some poor man without home or money? Just think 
of the millions of acres we could irrigate and the rail- 
ways we could build if we would but step the wicked 
waste of superfluous money we put into clothing! There 
are approximately 40,000, males in this country. If 
each one would save a $5 bill on personal adornment 
we could do all the irrigating, water squeezing and 
monopoly crushing that would be possible with the money 
expended on the fleet. Let us be honest and not 
hypocrites. If we are not a race of dudes let us tear 
down the tailor shops and take to hand-me-downs.” 





BIDS FOR BATTLESHIPS. 


The long anticipated bids for the two new battleships, 
Nos. 32 and 33, or, as they are to be known, the Arkansas 
and the Wyoming, were opened Wednesday, Aug. 18, with 
the result that the Cramps anu tie New York Shipbuild- 
ing Company are supposed to have made the successful 
hids. A considerable number of representatives of ship- 
building firms was present, and there seemed to be a 
lively interest in the competition. The Cramps put in 
two bids that were lower than any others, but as but one 
ship can go to any one firm, the next lew bid, that of the 
New York Shipbuilding Company, is likely to be the one 
that will be accepted. These bids are under Class 1, 


where all bid on the same specifications, which call for 
Babcock and Wilcox boilers and Parsons turbines. The 


other bids, in which provision was made for the adoption 
of Curtis turbines and with the Department’s selection 
of power, are practically out of the final consideration, as 
the lowest bids appeared in those made under Class 1. 

‘The plans on which these two ships are to be built are 
those which President Roosevelt went to the Navy Depart- 
ment last winter to inspect and then and there approved. 
They cali for the largest and strongest ships of the so- 
called Dreadnought type that this country has yet under- 
taken, 545 feet long, 93 feet beam, 28 feet 6 inches draf 
26,000 tons displacement, 33,000 horsepower, 20 1-2 
knots speed, with 3,000 tons coal supply and an arma- 
ment ef twelve 12-inch rifles, twenty-one 5-inch rifles, 
two torpedo tubes. The armor is 11-inch on belt and 
harbettes and on sides 8-inch, and the ships are to carry a 
complement of 1,100 officers and men. All the 12-inch 
guns are to be carried in turrets set on the median line 
of the ship. Two of the turrets will be set forward on 
the forecastle deck, which will have twenty-eight feet 
freeboard, and the guns in the first turret will be thirty- 
four feet above the water, and those of the second turret 
about forty feet. Aft of the second turret will be the 
conning tower, and then will come the fore fire-control 
tower or woven wire mast, with searchlight towers car- 
ried on it. Next will come the forward stack, on each 
side of which will be two small open rod towers with 
strong searchlights. ‘Then comes the main fire-control 
tower and the after stack and another open tower with 
searchlight. The two woven wire towers are 120 feet 
high and about forty feet apart. The four remaining 
turrets are aft of the main stack, the third turret having 
its guns thirty-two feet above water; those in the other 
turrets are about twenty-five above the water. 

The guns will be the new 50-caliber type, throwing 
a 850-lb. projectile with a muzzle force of 50,000 foot 
tons, the projectile carrying a high explosive charge of 
560 pounds. All the twelve guns can be swung in broad- 
side fire over a wide arc, and four can be fired dead 
ahead and four also dead astern. It was by the deci- 
sion of the Department that Parsons turbines were 
designated for use. The fact is recognized that it is 
impossible to determine within any reasonable time 
whether the Curtis turbine has a superiority over the 
Parsons type. There is some expectation that the trials 
of the Salem may develop some surprises as to the 
efficiency of the Curtis turbine, but this will not be de- 
cided for many months to come, and meantime the new 
ships must be laid down and built. And even then the 
possible superiority of the Curtis turbine is speculative 
at this time. It was, therefore, thought wiser, in view 
of all consideration, to decide on the Waseses turbine.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


An explosion on board the submarine Dragon, which 
was lying in the Neva, on Aug. 14, injured fourteen 
persons, twelve Russian laborers, Engineer Joseph 
Meads, of Baltimore, and a Russian naval fireman. One 
of the laborers died in a hospital from his injuries. The 
others are not thought to be seriously hurt. Engineer 
Meads, who was in charge of the motors and who was 
giving them a trial, was not seriously hurt. The explo- 
sion, it is believed, resulted from the ignition of the 
benzine supply, which was being taken on while the 
motors were working. The Dragon is of the “crocodile” 
type, one of four being constructed for the Russian 
government by Mr. Simon Lake, of Bridgeport, Conn. 
She was built in St. Petersburg and is of 480 tons dis- 
passant and 1,200 horsepower, and has a speed of 15 
knots. 

Sergt. F. A. Bruger, U.S.M.C., of the marine guard 
of the cruiser Tennessee, committed suicide at Seattle, 
Wash., Aug. 13, by cutting his throat. 

The mail address of the vessels of the Atlantic Fleet 
while on the Southern Drill Grounds, off the Capes of 
the Chesapeake, will be Fort Monroe, Va. 

The U.S.S. Stringham was placed in commission at the 
navy yard, Charleston, S.C., on Aug. 14. 

The Japanese cruiser Idsuma will sail on Sept. 15 
for San Francisco, to take part in the naval pageant 
during the celebration which will be held in October. The 
vessel js under command of Captain Takesyma and has 
on board as one of its minor officers Prince Shimadzu. 
The date of arrival at San Francisco is set for Oct. 14. 
After the celebration the cruiser will visit Pacific coast 
ports. 

The torpedoboat destroyer Reid, built at a cost of 
$624,000, was launched on Aug. 17 from the plant of 
the Bath Tron Works, Bath, Me. She was christened 
by Miss Lina Andrews. daughter of President J. R. 
Andrews, of the Tiyde Windlass Company. The destroyer 
is 293 feet 1044 inches over all, and her contract calls 
for 28 knots an hour during her speed trial. 

The torpedoboat Winslow, while making a turn off 
Plymouth, Mass., Aug. 15, struck the bow of the Betty 
Alden, of the Plymouth and Boston Steamship Company, 
which was tied up to a wharf, slightly injuring that 
vessel, it is reported. The Winslow rebounded after 
the crash over to a submerged wharf, where she stuck 
fast. She was later pulled off by the tug Vulcan. 

The U.S.S. Alabama was placed out of commission at 
the navy yard, New York, on Aug. 

The British first-class battleship Agamemnon, of 16,500 
tons, stranded on Aug. 18 on the Longsands range while 
engaged in target practice. Tugs went to the assistance 
of the war vessel and succeeded in refloating her on 
Aug. 19. 

The vessels of the Atlantic Fleet on the Southern 
Drill Grounds, off the Virginian coast, have had heavy 
weather during the past week, but no accidents have 
been reported. 

It is interesting to note the fact that the commander- 
in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet and the squadron com- 
mander next in rank (Schroeder and Wainwright) are 
both gold medalists of the Naval Institute. 

The Alagoas, the seventh of the ten torpedoboat de- 
stroyers building in England for the Brazilian govern- 
ment, was launched July 29. 

From a return of seamen employed in British merchant 
vessels, dated April 4, 1906, it appeared that of 201,408 
men so employed, 128.077 were Britishers, 36,425 lascars 
and 34,906 foreigners. Of the latter, 10,100 were drawn 
from Norway, Sweden and Denmark. 

In a recent underwater race of submarine boats in 
Narragansett Bay the Cuttlefish beat the Viper and the 
Tarantula, it is unofficially reported. The vessels were 
submerged about twenty feet and the course was two 
miles. No time was announced. 

An order has been issued by the Secretary of the 
Navy giving postmasters on vessels of the Navy the same 
authority for the examination of mail matter suspected 
to contain dutiable articles that is given to postmasters 
generally. 

The German fleet, forty battleships and cruisers, fifty 
terpedoboats and destroyers, left Kiel on Aug. 18 for the 
summer maneuvers, under command of Prince Henry of 
Prussia. on the flagship Deutschland. In addition to the 
two active squadrons, one reserve squadron of eight 
coast defense battleships and another composed of cruisers, 
will take part.in the maneuvers, which will commence jn 
the Baltic and probably extend to the North Sea. Enm- 
peror William will review the fleet on Aug. 30, off Swine- 
munde, and later there will be an attack by torpedoboats 
at Luebeck Herbor, and an attempt to land a strong 
force on the coast. The shore line will be defended by 
an army corps. 

The Esquimalt navy yard will be formally taken over 
from the Imperial government by the Canadian govern- 
ment at the end of this month. Esquimalt ranks with 
Gibraltar and Halifax in its equipment as a naval sta- 
tion. The policy of the Canadian government is to build 
up a Canadian navy. 


THE NAVY.

3. Heads of staff departments will submit similar lists of 
the officers and enlisted men of their respective departments, 
whose service in Cuba entitles them to the badge. 

4. The lists will be forwarded through military channels to 
the Major General, commandant, for reference to the Adjutant 
and Inspector, U.S. Marine Corps, in whose office the statements 
of service of the officers and enlisted men named therein will 
be verified and by whom the badges will be distributed. 

5. When the service of an officer or enlisted man has not been 
honorable subsequently to his service with the Army in Cuba, 
he will not be listed for the badge, and if the service of any 
officer or enlisted man subsequently to the date of his being 
listed for the badge and previously to its issue to him, shall not 
be honorable. the proper commanding officer will notify the 
Major General, commandant, in order that the badge may be

Drills and preliminary gun practice in heavy seas have been 
the order of the day, from twenty to one hundred miles off 
the coast, for the battleships this past week; but the real 
war practice did not begin until Wednesday, when record 
target practice was begun. The weather has been just what 
was most desired, easterly winds and high seas. The yard 
tug began a regular schedule to and from Old Point for the 
benefit of the officers desiring to witness these maneuvers, and 
from Old Point the Hornet goes to the drill grounds. The 
dismantled torpedoboats O’Brien and Nicholson were towed 
out this week under convoy to be targets; they have been 
stripped of machinery, guns, etc., packed with cork, and will 
be targets as long as they stand fire.

Palmer and Lieut. H. A. Baldridge, inspectors of target prac- 
tice, arrived at Old Point Monday and began their work of 
observation, which will continue during the maneuvers. Lieut. 
Comdr. Ridley McLean, expert in naval gunnery, is also an 
important witness of gunnery tests. Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Beekman Winthrop arrived to-day to inspect the 
yard and will also be an eye-witness of the interesting events 
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at the drill grounds, believing in seeing for himself just what 
our Navy can do. The Georgia, Kansas and Ohio anchored 
off Old Point over Sunday to give the men a much needed rest 
and a few hours’ shore leave. The Minnesota and Louisiana 
anchored off Lynnhaven Bay Saturday afternoon to adjust 
their gun sights. All returned to the drill grounds early 
Monday morning.

R. A. Abernathy, attached to the 
U.S.R.S. Franklin, have been assigned additional duty in con- 
nection with the battle practice and reported to Rear Admiral 
Schroeder Saturday. 

U. T. Holmes to 
Rear Admiral E. H. O. Leutze, who in turn submitted it to 
Secretary Meyer, for the first time in the history of the 
Navy Department, a corps of experts from the drafting bureau 
of the Washington Yard, who design the ordnance, gun sights, 
etc., of the Navy, and who possibly have, like the would-be 
‘*Ruler of the Queen’s Navee,’’ in time-honored Pinafore, 
**stuck close to their desks and never gone to sea,’’ arrived 
here Monday from Washington and have been sent te join 
the fleet, to gain a practical knowledge of the guns they design 
when in actual service. Heretofore only one man has been 
assigned to this work, but now there are six—Chief Drafts- 
man E. A. Muir, S. ©.

A. H. Chase and W. C. Thom. Those in a position to know 
say this is an advanced step in the right direction.

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U.S.M.A. PRACTICE MARCH AND MANEUVERS. 

Col. Hugh L. Scott, Superintendent of the Military Acad- 
emy, has issued orders, under date of Aug. 14, directing the 
Corps of Cadets with detachments from the Military Academy 
Detachments of Engineers, Ordnance, Hospital Corps, Cavalry, 





Field Artillery, Field Musicians and Army Service men, at- 


tached, under the command of Lieut. Col. Frederick W. Sibley, 
4th Cav., commandant of cadets, shall engage in the annual 
practice march and maneuvers for six days beginning Aug. 23, 
operating in the country west of West Point. The following 
is the program for the Department of Tactics: 

The route of march will be from West Pcint, N.Y., through 
Stockbridge, Central Valley, Cromwell Lake, Monroe, Round 
Pond, Arden, Queensboro, Fort Montgomery to West Point, 
N.Y 


The camping grounds will be as follows: Aug. 23, Mine 
Lake; Aug. 24, Cromwell Lake; Aug. 25, Round Pond; Aug. 26, 
Arden; Aug. 27, Brook’s Farm, near Queensboro. 

The maneuvers will consist in the solution of the following 
problems in minor tactics: Aug. 23, advance and rear guard 
action; Aug. 24, defense of railroad; Aug. 25, flank guard and 
convoy of wagon train; Aug. 26, defense of a pass; Aug. 27, 
forced march and attack and defense of a position; Aug. 28, 
attack and defense of a position. 

The following is the program for the Department of Prac- 
tical Military Engineering: 

The instructien in this department will be limited to the 
first class and will consist of combined road sketching and 
combined position sketching. 

For the combined road sketching, a detail of three cadets 
will be made each day from those cadets who have acquired 
the greatest proficiency in the preliminary instruction. With 
each cadet will be sent an enlisted man from engineer detach- 
ment mounted, and these men will ride the same horses 
throughout the week: These three horses will be rated before 
the practice march. 

For the combined position sketching a detail of seventeen 
cadets will be made on each of the first four days and fifteen 
or less on the fifth day, so that each member of the first class 
will have one full day’s instruction. These daily details will 
be divided into five squads, each of which will map an area a 
quarter of a mile wide and one mile in depth; the details will 
be mounted, and while the sketching is in progress the horses 
may be left in charge of horseholders, one for each group. 

For the road sketching, one officer and three enlisted men 
of the engineer detachment will be detailed. For the position 
sketching, such officers of the department and such enlisted 
men of the engineer detachment as the instructor of practical 
military engineering may designate. Officers, cadets and en- 
listed men will be mounted and the cavalry detachment com- 
mander will furnish thirty-five horses for the detail. 

In addition to the enlisted men referred to above, eleven 
members of the engineer detachment will be taken out dis- 
mounted and their duties will be as follows: One sergeant, in 
charge of photography and map reproduction; two privates, 
assistant photographers and draftsmen; one corporal, in charge 
of property and mess; one cook; two kitchen police; two 
teamsters; two orderlies.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. 18, 1909. 

Under the direction of Lieut. F. D. Berrien, the regular 
summer intercompany field and track meet of the fourth 
class midshipmen was held at the Naval Academy, Wednesday 
afternoon, Aug. 11. Not only were many records broken 
separately, but the class of 1913 takes the lead for the num- 
ber of records bested in any one plebe meet. Practically 
every record was lowered, with the exception of the high 
jump and the hammer throw. These were the fourth class 
records, however, and were not those made in the regular inter- 
class and dual meets. 

The meet was an intercompany affair, and the third com- 
was taken in heaving the throwing line, a distinctly naval 
sport which was on the list of events for the first time. This 
was won by Midshipman Holmes, of the first compuny, who is 
the strongest man in the class. Holmes put the line 78 feet

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


In the August number of the 7th Regiment Gazette Mr. John 
Harris Hendrick pays a handsome tribute to Major Charles E. 
Lydecker, who recently resigned from the 7th Regiment, and 
Says, in part: ‘‘Possessing a personality at once commanding 
respect and obedience, Major Lydecker’s counsel has been 
sought by other officers and men who early learned his ster- 
ling worth. Governor Hughes has referred to him as the 
one who gave him his early tuition ‘in marching and forming’ 
when drilled by Major Lydecker in Public School No. 35. 
Major Lydecker made it a point to have some new military 
accomplishment undertaken each drill season. He was the 
first captain in the New York Guard in modern days to take 
his company out in the field, on a march for drill, and cook the 
field ration of bacon and hardtack. The 8th Company, under 
Captain Lydecker, kept up a proficient signal squad, whose 
members strung telegraph wires through the armory and 
learned to use the heliograph as well as to wigwag. For this 
work Major Lydecker and the company were especially com- 
mended by Gen. Guy V. Henry, U.S.A., in his report to the 
Wr Department. In 1898, at the completion of his tenth 
year ss captain, the 8th Company had his portrait painted and 
hung in their company room. It also gave him a testimonial 
dinner at which Generals Fitzgerald, Roe and Smith were 
present, and at which he was presented with a large silver 
loving cup and a silver dress sword. After his promotion to 
major, the members of his old command presented him with 
a great rock crystal silver-mounted loving cup. Major Ly- 
decker for years has been prominent at the New York Bar, 
and was for four years public administrator of New York. 
He was the legal adviser of Gen. Emmons Clark both per- 
sonally and in the Veteran Controversy in 1884, and in all 
matters relating to the repair and maintenance of the ar- 
mory. In 1890 the Board of Officers passed a resolution of 
thanks for his services in securing the legislative act by 
which the regiment has received $8,000 since the bond issue 
was redeemed. In 1898 Captain Lydecker took the offer of 
the regiment for service to the Secretary of War, General 
Alger, and had practically arranged the acceptance of the regi- 
ment for the proposed Havana campaign, when Governor Black 
interposed. Major Lydecker has been a member of the Execu- 
tive Council of the Military Service Institution of the United 
States since 1902, president of the National Guard Association 
of the state of New York, 1906 and 1907; a member of the 
Code Committee of that association for various years since 
1890; and delegate to its annual convention since 1885. He 
was chairman of the committee which organized the centennial 
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celebration of the organization of the regiment in May, 1906, 
when Secretary of War Taft represented the President.’’

PENNSYLVANIA. 


Major Charles H. Worman, inspector of the 1st Brigade of 
Pennsylvania National Guard, in an official report, speaks very 
plainly upon a number of deficiencies he observed, and his re- 
marks can be read to advantage by the military of some other 
states. ‘‘Generally speaking,’’ says Major Worman, ‘‘the 
recruit, after receiving a superficial training at the hands, 
probably, of an incompetent instructor for a period of about 
two or three weeks’ duration, one drill a week, is then con- 
sidered fit to take his place in the ranks—a superficially quali- 
fied and efficient soldier. This is a serious fault an@ should 
be considered at the earliest moment. It stands to reason that 
no man entering the Service can be made an efficient soldier 
in so short a time. Unfortunately, the trend seems to be run- 
ning wild on ‘Kriegspiel,’ to the detriment of the proper train- 
ing of the soldier, to fit him for work in that direction. In 
my judgment, to play ‘Kriegspiel’ successfully requires the 
efficient soldier, one who has been thoroughly and properly 
grounded in the fundamental principles of the drill. So much 
for the cause of the prevailing defects, now for the conditions 
as we find them. 

‘*The Manual of Arms is executed in an indifferent. in- 
correct and improper manner. The ‘Setting Up Exercises’ 
are formed in a perfunctory manner. The loadings and firings 
as executed show a laxity in the training of the men; this 
is deplorable. The exhibition conclusively proved an utter 
lack of training the men to aim with deliberation at the ob- 
ject before firing. In many instances in ‘Volley Firing’ the 
command ‘Ready’ was given, followed quickly by the command 
‘Fire,’ before the men had had apparently time to set the 
sight at given distance. Then again, very many cases de- 
veloped where the difference between volley firing and firing 
with counted cartridges were not understood. No effort was 
apparently made by the men to display their knowledge of 
how to husband their ammunition. The rapidity with which 
they shot off their ammunition displayed a reckless disregard 
of fire discipline. The company movements did not in a gen- 
eral way conform to the present drill regulations. A far bet- 
ter exemplification of the movements laid down in the recently 
discarded drill book was given than those required by the new 
drill regulations. To illustrate my meaning, let me cite as an 
example: A company marching in column of squads, to 
change direction to right or left, we would expect to see each 
squad turn on the same ground as the front rank of the first 
squad, conforming to the requirements of Par. 117. But in- 
stead, we see the old wheel, as of yore, with the rear of the 
column about 3 feet further off to the right or left of the 
original turning point. In the platoon movements we hear 
company commanders give the command when marching in 
column of platoons, to form line ‘Platoons Left Turn.’ Then 
again, marching in column of squads to form column of pla- 
toons. we hear the command ‘Column of Platoons. First Pla- 
toon Squads Left,’ etc. The quiz in extended Order Advance 
and Rear Guard and outpost duty caused the officers and non- 
commissioned officers to study their text-books, and the know]l- 
edge gained by them will undoubtedly be of some benefit to 
them in the field maneuvers. Guard Duty is sadly neglected. 


Everybody seems to be under the impression that it is no 
longer necessary to instruct the men in this important part in 
the training of the soldier. Here again ‘Kriegspiel’ seems 
to have relegated Guard Duty to the rear as an obsolete 
study.

J. A. C.—The number of Regular N.C.O’s. asked for by the 
various states to be detailed to National Guard as instructors 
so far amounts to fifty-nine; of these fifty-three are for the In- 
fantry, two for Cavalry and one for the Engineers. 

J. H. W.—Address your inquiry, regarding colored sergeants, 
to the Adjutant General’s office through the channel, giving 
reasons for making inquiry. 

J. D—As you were out nearly two years when you re- 
entered the Marine Corps in 1907, you are now in your first 
period. 

J. K.—The address of Gen. Henry B. Carrington, U.S.A., 
retired, is 19 Summer St., Hyde Park, Mass. The pamphlet 
you inquire about can no doubt be secured through the author. 

N. C. H.—If you were born in Germany and have not done 
military duty for your Fatherland, your adopted citizenship in 
the United States or your military service for this country 
will not remove your liability to arrest for service in the Ger- 
man army on your return there, It would be well, before going 
there, to address the American consul at the point you wish 
to visit. You would not be permitted to remain permanently 
in Germany without having done your military tour of duty. 
‘You might, though, in view of your American citizenship, be 
allowed to visit for a limited time, and you would be officially 
informed that ‘‘after (such date) your presence in Germany 
is no longer desired.’’ If your American citizenship papers 
have not been granted in full, you could assuredly look for- 
ward to being compelled to serve in the German army. 

W. L. B.—The speediest torpedoboat destroyers, accordiag 
to ‘‘Jane’s Fighting Ships’’ (1909) are the British Swift (36 
knots) and Tartar (37.4); Britain also leads in speed of crui- 
sers, the armored cruiser Minotaur (14,600 tons) showing 29.8 
knots and the Invincible cruiser 17,250 tons, virtually a battle- 
ship, doing 28.5. None of these boats is an auxiliary and all 
are of British construction. 

RETIREMENT.—In the foreign service tables published on 
page 1416, Aug. 14, the Adjutant General’s figures include 
time of going to and from foreign station. Such transit time 
is paid as foreign service, but double time toward retirement 
is allowed only on the time of ‘‘actual service in’’ foreign 
territory. See A.R. 133.

The 150th anniversary of General Wolfe’s victory at 
Quebec falls on Sept. 13 this year. On that date a com- 
memorative banquet will be held at the White City, and 
the movement started by Lord Roberts for the erection of 
a bronze statue to the hero of Quebec furthered. In the 
“Makers of History,” Mr. Edward Salmon says of Wolfe: 
“He was a man of many qualities, not in any sense rep- 
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resentative of the army of his time, and yet a soldier to 
the very marrow of his bones. Physical weakness and 
ill health in boyhood, the want of money and of friends, 
could not curb his ardor, and no man was ever more 
strenuous in his study of his profession. His avidity for 
knowledge made him a master of languages, and Greek, 
Latin and French were well known to him. Like Napo- 
leon, he read and reread the works of the masters, and 
advised his friends to study Xenophon, Thucydides, Cesar 
and Vauban, and not to omit the Prussian Army Regu- 
lations. Slothfulness he could not endure, and he said 
that the ‘wildest of wild clans is a worthier being than 
a mere philander.’ ‘Better be a savage of some use than 
a gentle, avaricious puppy, obnoxious to all the world.’”
